The arrests followed a conference held in 
the office of United States District Attor- 
ney G. G. Sullivan wkich continued all the 
Jorenoon and until 8 o’clock in the evening. 

The Marshal and Deputy caught the 9 
o'clock car for Oberlin on the Cleveland 
Southwestern, arriving there at 11 P. M. 
They were met by Marshal Sherrill of 
Oberlin. By this time it was 11:20 o'clock, 
and citizens generally were asleep. 

The offfeers went to the home of a 
friend of A. B, Spear where the latter had 
been staying for about a week because 
of the serious illness of his wife Chandler 
entered and placed Spear under arrest. 
The cashier took the matter coolly, and 
after bidding his friend an affectionate 
farewell, signified to the officers his will- 
ingness to accompany them. He was taken 
directly to the hotel. 

The Marshal then proceeded to the home 
of President Beckwith. Deputy Klobitz 
rang the bell, but there was no response. 
Finally, after repeated summons, the bank- 
er’'s daughter-in-law replied. When told 
that the party wanted to see Mr. Beckwith 
she said: 

“It is impossible. He is in bed.” 

“But I must see him,’’ insisted Klobitz. 

“Who are you?” questioned the woman. 

“lam a United States Government offi- 
cer from Cleveland,” said the deputy, 

The door was thrown open, the aged 
banker appeared and was placed under 
arrest. Beckwith seemed crushed by the 
weight of this_new disaster, and so serious 
was his condition that he was allowed to 
remain at his home, Deputy Klobitz staying 
with him, 

Mrs. Beckwith, who had retired, hearing 
the noise, came down stairs, When she 
learned the situation she collapsed and be- 
came so ill that a physician was called to 
attend her. 

The arrests of Beckwith and Spear are 
the first that have been made in the Chad- 
wick case, The Citizens’ National Bank, 
with which they are connected, loaned the 
$240,000 to Mrs, Chadwick on a capital of 
but $60,000. 

Since the disclosure of the bank's dealings 
with Mrs. Chadwick, the President, cashier, 
and Directors have held conferences and 
meetings frequently. All the time there has 
been expressed by President Beckwith at 
least a hope of a reimbursement of the 
bank’s loan to Mrs, Chadwick, but so far as 
Known no remittance has been received. 

Mr. Beckwith has been in a state border- 
ing on physical collapse for nearly a week. 
and for the past three or four days has 
been confined to his bed. He has expressed 
the utmost regret over the outcome of the 
bank’s dealings with Mrs. Chadwick, and 
has given no intimation as to why such 
great sums of money have been loaned. 

When asked to explain how the transac- 
tions were brought about Mr. Beckwith de- 
clined to make any statement, and con- 
tented himself with assuring his question- 
ers that he was hopeful of a settlement in 
full. 

Nathan Loeser, receiver for Mrs. Chad- 
wick’s property, said to-night that he 
would qualify in that ofice to-morrow morn- 
ing and would then file his bond for $10,000. 
Loeser also said that he would try to have a 
chattel mortgage held by the Elyria Bank 
set aside on the ground that it is a prefer- 
ence and that all creditors should share 
ulike. 


MRS. CHADWICK’S STATEMENT. 


Husband Sends Sympathy from Some- 
where in Europe. 


According to a statement made by Mrs. 
Cassie L. Chadwick last night, her hus- 
band, Dr. Leroy 8S. Chadwick, has cabled 
from Europe that he will stand by her to 
the end of her troubles and that he has 
complete confidence in her. Mrs. Chad- 
wick’s announcement was the first author- 
ized statement issued by her. It was given 
out by her lawyer, Philip Carpenter, at his 
home, 265 West End Avenue—while she 
herself still lay ill in her apartments at 
the Holland House—and read as follows: 

“ Dr. Leroy 8. Chadwick has cabled from 
Europe to Philip Carpenter requesting him 
to deny the published statements reflect- 


ing on Mrs. Chadwick's life and character. : 
He says they are absolutely false. He states | 


that he wishes to have it understood that he 
stands by Mrs. Chadwick in every partic- 
ular in her present trouble.

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| FIRE AT ROOSEVELT HOUSE. |A ROBIN HOOD COURT | 
FOR AUTO SPEEDERS| 


| President's Cousin Leads Fight on 
Flames—Butler Hurt. 


W. Emlen Roosevelt, cousin of the Presi- 
dent, at the head of a bucket brigade com- 
posed of the servants of his household, suc- 
ceeded in controfling a fire which started 
in the pantry of his home, ‘804 Fifth Ave- 
nue, at an early hour yesterday morning 
until the arrival of a fire engine from 
headquarters. A line of hose was quickly 
run into the house and the fire was put out. 
In the excitement attendant upon the dis- 
covery of the blaze the butler, whose name 
is Daly, jumped from a second-story rear 
window, spraining his ankle. He was later 

; Sent away in a carriage to a hospital. 

Mr. and Mrs. Roosevelt and their two 
daughters, Misses Christine and Margaret, 
were awakened by the smell of smoke at 

' 5:30 o’clock. Mr. Roosevelt hurried to the 
telephone and called up the headquarters 
of the Fire Department, Third Avenue and 
Sixty-seventh Sireet. The entire force of 
servants was awakened, and Daly, half 
stifled by the smoke which was sweeping 
through the house from bottom to top, 
made a dash for the nearest window and 
jumped. The other four men servants, 
keeping their wits about them and directed 
by Mr. Roosevelt, worked like beavers, 
throwing water on the flames. 

The house is a four-story brownstone 
structure. The pantry, kitchen, and dining 
room are on the second, story. Just what 
caused the fire could not be learned, but it 
Was well under way when the Roosevelts 
were awakened, and the flames were rapid- 
ly eating their way through the walls into 
the kitchen and dining room when Engine 
39 arrived. Policeman Courtney, who hap- 

| pened to pass about the time that Mr. 

Roosevelt was telephoning the Fire Head- 

| quarters for help, saw smoke coming from 

the windows of the house and rang a call 
from the nearest fire box. The flames were 
| extinguished soon after the firemen ar- 
| rived. 

According to the police report the dam- 

| age was $1,000. The china closet bore the 

; brunt of the flames, and some valuable 

; silver and rare chinaware was destroyed. 

| The furniture of the second floor was dam- 
aged by smoke, and the first floor suffered 
from water.. 

The fire and the smoke made the home 
untenable yesterday and Mrs. Roosevelt 
and her daughters: sought refuge at the 
home of a relative. It was said that it 
would take several days to repair the dam- 
age done. 

The firemen who were first on the scene 
said that only the coolness of Mr. Roose- 
velt in getting his servants at work without 
loss of time made it possible to extinguish 
the blaze with such comparatively trifling 
loss» The women of the family behaved 
with rare coolness, the firemen said.

CRY OF FIRE IN THEATRE. — 


Women Faint and Several Are Tram- 
pled in Rush for the Doors. 


A cry of fire started a panic among the 
audience in the Gotham Theatre, in East 
One Hundred and Twenty-fifth Street, yes- 
terday afternoon, and there was a’ rush 
for the exits, in which several women 
fainted and one or two were trampled. 
That nobody was seriously hurt was due 
largely to the precautions taken by New 
York theatre managements recentiy for just 
such emergencies. About 600 men, women, 
and children were in the house, the ma- 
jority of them being in the orchestra. 

The curtain had been rung down on the 
last vaudeville act at 4 o’clock and the au- 
dience was watching moving pictures, when 
a woman in the rear of thé house cried 
“Fire! "’ Instantly the audience was on its 
feet.. A glance in the direction of the cry 
showed that the house was rapidly filling 
with smoke, and flames could be seen be- 
hind the windows of the west wall of the 
theatre. 

Chief Usher Eugene Morrison and his 
assistants, James Powers and Howard 
Long, tore the portable fire extinguishers 
from their fastenings and opened a vwin- 
dow on the west side of the house. A 
cloud of smoke drove them back for an 
instant, and then they jumped down into 
the adjoining yard, where a pile of boards 
and old timber piled against the West wall 
of the theatre was burning fiercely. Several 
of the windows had cracked under the heat 
and for a few moments the chemical extin- 
guishers had no effect on the blaze. 

It was not until the police reserves from 
the East One Hundred and Twenty-sixth 
Street Station entered the theatre that the 
excitement was quelled. The burning tim- 
ber was soon scattered and extinguished 
by the firemen, and an _ investigation 
showed that a small wooden shanty built 
against the west wall of the theatre had 
caught fire.

HE HAS TWO ABLE HELPERS 


They Gather the Prisoners In—“ Court “4 
in the Woods, Back a Bit, and 
There You Are. 
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Special to The New York Times. 

we ELLEVILLE, N. J., Dec. 4.—A self-ap- 
pointed court of justice has been conduct- 
ing star chamber proceedings in the woods 
near here the last two or three days, and 
automobilists who happen to pass by have 
been obliged to contribute generously to 
its support by giving up twenty-five-dollar 
fines, The county authorities are making 
great efforts to discover the whereabouts 
of the court and the identity of its officers, 
inasmuch as the only authority that this 
open-air court has is derived from the fact 
that its members are clever highwaymen 
who need the money. 

John’ Waters and Herbert Richards, two 
well-known young men of Paterson, started 
from that place yesterday afternoon in their 
automobile for a ride to Newark. They 
were proceeding along at a leisurely rate— 
for an automobile—but just after they 
crossed the Essex County line two men 
jumped into the middle of the road @ hun- 
dred yards ahead of the machine. 

The pair began to shout, and they, sig- 
naled impressively for the automobilists 
to stop. ‘The automobile slowed up, and as 
it came to a stop the men in the road 
threw open their coats and made a quick 
show of what appeared to be constables’ 
badges. Each also carried a policeman's 
night stick. 

“Please consider yourselves under arrest 
for driving your machine at a rate higher 
than that allowed by the law,"’ said one of 
the ‘‘ constables ’’ to the automobilists. 

Waters and Richards protested that they 
had been traveling only at an ordinary 
gait, but their arguments didn't make any 
impression on their’ captors, who led them 
to the newly constituted court. 

This remarkable hall of justice was suf- 
ficiently far back from the thoroughfare 
that passers by could not see it. The pre- 
siding, genius, the Judge, was a middle- 
aged man clad ina somewhat overdone 
rustic make-up, and the fittings of the 
court consisted of two soap boxes, one of 
which was utilized as a chair and the other 
as a.table. The lower branches of a big 
tree formed a ceiling. gel 

“When Waters and Richards were dragged 
into the “court” the “ Judge”’ arose with 
much dignity and said: 

“Although I am here in the open air 
I am a duly authorized justice of the peace 
of Essex County, and my authority to act 
in al] cases is as great as if we were in 
the most elaborate courtroom in the State. 
Officers, what is the charge?”’ 

‘High speeding, may it please your 
Honor,” said the spokesman of the con- 
stable pair. 

Without asking for any evidence pro or 
con the “Judge” made out complaint 
blanks, and not only fined Waters $25 for 
running the machine, but inflicted a like 
penalty on Richards. After a further and 
unavailing protest both Waters and Rich- 


‘ards paid their fines and departed. ' 


When they returned to Paterson in the 


evening Waters and Richards mentioned 
their experience in the garage where they 
kept the car, and were considerably sur- 
prised when they learned that several other 
Paterson automobilists had been obliged by 
the same court of the woods to give up the 
same amount for “high speeding.’’ The 
forest ‘‘ Judge,"’ it seems, has the remuner- 
ative habit of fining not only the driver of 
the machine, but also all of the occupants. 

The Paterson and the Belleville authori- 
ties now have their heads together, and if 
the plans do not miscarry these open-air 
sclf-constituted collectors of fines will find 
themselves in a real courtroom and event- 
ually a real jail that won't resemble a 
leafy bower very strongly.

POPE HONORS MGR. FARLEY. 


Appoints Archbishop an Assistant to the 
Pontifical Throne. 


ROME, Dec. 4.—Archbishop Farley of 
New York was to-day appointed by Pope 
Pius.to the dignity of Assistant to the 
Pontifical Throne, which permits’ the 
Archbishop to sit with the College of Pa- 
triarchs and Archbishops and to assist at 
functions presided over by the Pope. 

Delegations of the Catholic clergy of 
New York, Albany, and Syracuse which 
have come to Rome to attend the cele- 
bration of the jubilee of the Immaculate 
Conception were received in audience to- 
day by the Pope. The delegation from 
New York City was headed by Auxiliary 
Bishop Cusack and Mers. Lavelle and 
Kearney, and Mgr, J. S. M. Lynch repre- 
sented the Albany and Syracuse delega- 
tions. Peter’s pence amounting to $13,000 
Was presented to the Pope by Bishop Cu- 
sack. 

The Pope received the donation with 
thanks and spoke in terms of high praise 
of the institution of early mass in New 
York for printers and other night workers 
of that city. He also expressed his appre- 
ciation of the encouragement given by the 
Vicar General of the Archdiocese of New 
York to Catholic Summer schools and of 
the ‘assistance extended to 
schools and to Italian immigrants. 


“After the audience a large delegation of 


New York clergymen was presented by 
Dr. Kennedy, Rector of the American Col- 
lege here. Father Burtsell of Rondout and 
Fathers Meister, McIntyre, and Evers 
were subsequently admitted to the pres- 
ence of the Pope. The latter expressed his 
pleasure on learning that Dr. Burtsell is 
one of the four surviving American priests 
who were present at the declaration of the 
dogma of the Immaculate Conception in 
1854. 

Dr. Burtsell read an address in Italian, 
Saying that the New York Diocese in send- 
ing the delegation intended to show devo- 
tion to the Virgin and loyalty to the 
Pontiff, the latter being enhanced by the 
meeting of Archbishop Farley with the 
Pontiff when Pope Pius was Patriarch of 
Venice. This loyalty, Dr. Burtsell added, 
had been confirmed by the kind reception 
given by the Pope to Archbishop Farley 
when the latter was in Rome last Feb- 
ruary. ‘ 

In reply the Pope expressed his gratifica- 
tion at. meeting the clergymen, and spoke 
in the most cordial terms of Archbishop 


Farley, whom he praised for his zeal. He 
informed the delegation that he had ele- 
vated Archbishop, Farley to the dignity of 
Assistant of the Pontificial Throne as a 
demonstration of his affectionate remem- 
brance. 

In parting the Apostolic benediction was 
extended to the communicants in the par- 
ishes represented by the delegates.

PLAY “ HOOKEY,” PRIEST SAYS. 


Father Curry Tetis Children to Miss 
School for Mass on Thursday. 


The Rev. Father James B. Curry, pastor 
of St. James’s Roman Catholic Church, in 
his sermon at 9 o'clock mass yesterday 
wave the children of his congregation some 
advice that they are likely to carry out 
both in letter and spirit. He advised them 
to *‘ play hookey,"’ if need be, from school 
on Thursday next in order to attend the 
mass of the Immaculate Conception. 

“Don’t mind your father or mother if 
they tell you to go to school on Thursday,” 
said he. “They are to be obeyed at all 
times, of course, under ordinary circum- 
stances, but I am your spiritual adviser, 


and-I tell you to come to church on Thurs- 
day. 

Py don't mean that you shall ‘play 
hookey’ for the purpose of ‘shooting 
craps’ in the streets, or to get into any 
mischief. It is only that you should give 
this day to your religious duty. It is a 
holy day of obligation with Catholics. The 
Board of Education has made arrangements 
for Jewish children on their religious days 
and for other religious bodies. Catholic 
children should have the day on next 
Thursday, for it is a day that children 
should reverence. Come to church Thurs- 
day, even if you have to disobey. If the 
‘old man’ or the ‘ old lady’ is so forgetful 
of religion as to tell you to go to school, 
come here. Don’t you be like them. Show 
that you have more respect for religion 
than the cats and dogs in the streets.”’

“It's all right,’’ shouted the motorman, 
as the twisted iron and splintered wood im- 
prisoned him; and the passengers, who had 
begun to scream and rush toward the doors, | 
were restored to quiet. 

Though the station and track employes 
of the Interborough Rapid Transit Com- 
pany obeyed the company’s “ silence rule,” | 
and refused to give out detailed informa- 
tion about the accident, it was not difficult | 
to learn what had happened. The viaduct {

**I don't know how fast the fifth train ;

motorman did not begin to slow down soon 
enough, for he ran his train into the one 
ahead. The crash was so loud that I 
thought he must have run half through the { 
car in front of him. On peering up, how- 
ever, and getting a closer look, I saw that 
only the vestibules had been smashed. 

“From the street I could hear the pas- 
sengers screaming and see them running 
toward the car doors. Then the lights in 
one of the cars went out. In the other the 
people cooled down, as though somebody 
had reassured them. Later I saw the pas- 
sengers get out and walk along toward the 
One Hundred and Seventy-seventh Street 
Station on the narrow sidewalk beside the 
tracks.”’

Bricklayer Crashes Down from Casino

John J. Reynolds, twenty-one years old, 
a bricklayer, of 2,133 Hughes Avenue, the 
Bronx, fell from the balcony in the casino 
at Zeltner’s Morrisania Park at an early 
hour yesterday morning to the dancing floor 
below, throwing the hundreds of dancers 
at the ball into a panic and sustaining in- 
juries. from which he died soon after in 
the Lebanon Hospital.

EXPORTS OF MANUFACTURES. 


Total for Year May Exceed $500,000,000 
—Share of Iron and Steel.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—Exports of man- 
ufactures in the calendar year 1904 wil! 
not only exceed the highest figures of any 
earlier year, but may probably pass the 
_ $500,000,000 line, as against $434,000,000 in 
the high-record year, the fiscal year 1900; 
$151,000,000 in 1890, $103,000,000 in 1880, $68,- 
000,000 in 1870, and $40,000,000 in 1860, 

Not only will manufactures as a whole 
make their highest record during the pres- 
ent year, but this is also true of iron and 
steel manufactures, which form the largest 
group of manufactures exported, and which 
seem likely to show for the calendar year a 
total exportation of 3 HO, FH 


19 
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000,00, as against 
$122,000,000 ‘in the ‘high-record fiscal year 
1900, $26,000,000 in 1890, $15,000,000 in 1880, 
$13,000,000 in, 1870, and $6,000,000 in 1860. 

These estimates of the exports of manu- 
factures of all classes and of iron and steel 
manufactures as a single class during the 
year which ends with the present month 
are based upon ten months’ figures already 
issued by the Department of Commerce and 
Labor through its Bureau of Statistics, and 
accepting the figures’ of October as a fair 
measure of the prospective figures of De- 
cember. 

For the ten ‘months ending with October 
manufactures exported amounted to $412,- 
$46,086; for the single month of October 
the total of manufactures exported was 
+ $47,335,678. Thus, should the November and 
December exports of manufactures average 
as high as those for the month of Octo- 
ber, the total for the year would exceed 
ene peepee and stand $66,000,000 above the 

ighest record made in the exports of 
manufactures during any earlier fiscal year, 
those of the fiscal year 1900, when the total 
value of manufactures exported was $433,- 
851.756. 

Of iron and steel manufactures, the ex- 

rts during the ten months ending with 
Betober were $105,350,418, and those of the 
month of October, $12,798,481. Should the 
November and December exports average 
as high as those of the month of October 
the total for the year would exceed $130,- 
000,000, against $121,913,548 in the fiscal 
year 1900.

Mexico Celebrates the Event with a 
Great Demonstration. 


MEXICO CITY, Dec. 4.—Under the radiant 
tropical sun and through streets whose 
edifices were lavishly adorned with flowers 
passed this forenoon a great procession in 
honor of the inauguration of President 
Diaz. Some ten thousand persons took part 
in the great parade, largely a civic and mil- 
itary pageant. Hundreds of thousands lined 
the streets, filled the balconies, and. even

Off to a rolling start, and carrying @ 
sprinting pace from the crack of the pistol 
that sent the riders off on their long con- 
test, the annual six-day bicycle race in 
Me@ison Square Garden was begun at 12:07 
o’clock this morning in splendidly spec- 
tacular style before the hugest crowd that 
ever attended such a contest in the great 


hall. 

he attendance, approximately fourteen 
thousand, filled every seat from arena 
boxes to the topmost gallery, packed the 
aisles until movement in any direction was 
next to impossible, and oceupied evcry 
square foot of standing room on the arena 
floor, inclosed by the board track, ten 
iaps to the mile. The crowd was as re- 
markable in its composition as in its size, 
for every g-ade of society was represented, 
while well-known men in business, politics, 
theatricals, and sports rubbed elbows on 
all siaes. 

As official starter Congressman Timothy 
D. Sullivan fired the shot that gave of- 
ficial notice that the race that is to last 
for 142 hours was on. Under the conditions 
ugreed upon by the referees the * rolling 
start’? which gave all the riders every 
chance to be in full motion when the send- 
off was made permitted all the thirty-six 
riders to be on the track, and to ride a full 
mile before the actual start. 

The first mile, which did not count in the 
contest, was merely a preliminary jog for 
the eighteen chosen, but at that it was done 
in 2:25. 

While the preliminary mile was in prog- 
ress a bad spill occurred on the Madison 
Avenue turn, where Rassino of the Italian 
team, swerving a trifle and touching an- 
other man, drove Fogler of the Newark- 
Brooklyn team to one side. The swerve 
brought others into the mix-up, and a 
Mazon, Mettling,, King, Samuelson, an 

Fogler went down in a heap. The team 
mates of the men who had been seg to 
ride the first turn at once took the places 
of the fallen riders, so that there was no 
delay in the start, and the accident had no 
perceptable effect on the race. 

** Bobby " Walthour, who rode in the mid- 
dle of the crowd until just before the end 
of the preliminary mile, made a spurt as the 
starting point was reached, and when the 
pistol cracked was in front. Then, going on 
at a terrific sprinting pace, Walthour led 
to the end of the first mile of the actual 
race, but with the seventeen who opposed 
him so close up that there was not more 
thah a wheel’s !ength between any two rid- 
ers. The pace was so fast and the riders so 
strong that even the competitors gave up 


idea or hope cf trying to gain any advan- | 


tage, and only did their best to hold their 
laces. 

Prat the end of the first hour John Bedell 

led with 24 miles 3 laps, witn au the others 

together, the same distance to their credit. 

AS prelude to the big race the men of the 
several teams were introduced in the regu- 
lar order of ‘their numbers on the pro- 
gramme, and rode one lap of the track 
while the band played the national air or 
the nearest thing to it possible, of each 
country represented, the Swiss-French 
team, Gougotlz and Breton, leading off 
to the Marseillaise. The band leader was 
hard pressed for airs appropriate to some 
of the teams, and after ‘ Columbia,” 
“Yankee Doodle,’”” ‘“ Die Wacht Am 
Rhine,” and the “‘ Star Spangled Banner,” 
each had been repeated, the ‘* Mormon,” 
**Quaker-Chicago,” ‘Two Turks,” and 
‘Bast Side Hebrews” had to put up with 
popular music, and got selections from 
** Bedelia,’”’ ‘‘The Bowery,” and g-time 
melodies. 

The immense crowd that filled the hall 
began to gather early, though it was not 
until a short time before midnight that 
the arena boxes and reserved seats were 
occupied. Hours before that the balconies 
and galleries were packed, the rule being 
first come, first served, with the result 
that small boys and the more enthusi- 
astic ‘‘rooters”’ and partisans among the 
spectators were on hand early, and had 
all the choice places aloft before 9 o’clock. 
The enthusiasts came prepared to make 
all the noise within their power, and their 
efforts were so successful that the best 
efforts of the Sunday night concert by a 
band, peng ! to the ss of the 
race as soon as Sunday had passed, barely 
succeeded in making itself heard. Through- 
out the eyening the oaatins of rattles and 
the blowing of tin horns mingled with and 
at times drowned the popular airs played 

From the ovroféssional men the teams 
made up by foreign riders were looked on 
as having the best chances of winning the 
long races, and, in gossip at least, Gou- 
goltz and Breton appeared to hold the place 
of favoritism, while Vanderstuyft and 
Stal were regarded as the most formida- 
ble of the other teams. Of Gougoitz, who 
has ridden in several other six-day races 
without success, because of having team 
mates who could not do their share of the 
riding, it was said that he finally has 
found a partner in Breton who will “ stick” 
and will give him all the help he needs to 
win. Vanderstuyft, another veteran long 
distance rider, has a strong following, too, 
his partner, Stal, having made a decidedly 
favorable impression by his riding in the 
ten-mile race on Saturday night. The 
American riders have so paired therhselves 
that few of the teams that rode iast year 
are in the present race as they were a year 
ago. Of the teams that are left intact, the 
most promising are Walthour and Monroe, 
Reed and Donlon, and the Bedell Brothers.

and his Boston attorney. The matter was 
then arranged to the satisfaction of all 
concerned and the doctor sailed, 


SAYS CLAIMS WILL BE PAID. 


“There is no doubt that all the claims 
against Mrs. Chadwick will be paid, if the 
smaller creditors will only exercise a little 
patience. Bankruptcy proceedings and at- 
tachment suits do their promoters no good 
whatever, and creditors resorting to these 
and other harassing méthods will certainly 
not hasten the settlements of their claims. 

“Mrs. Chadwick has acted in the most 
honorable way in all her dealings that have 
come to my knowledge. One very good 
evidence of that is found in the unshaken 
confidence still reposed in her by her largest 
creditors and those who know her best.”’ 

While this was the end of the written 
statements, Mr. Carpenter answered ques- 
ticns informally, in some instances dis- 
cussing features of the case that hitherto 
he had refused to talk about. He was 
asked first about Dr. Chadwick’s exact 
present location. 

“I don’t care to tell you,” he replied, 
‘because the doctor doesn’t want to be 
interviewed. He has spent most of his 
time in Europe for several years. He does 
not practice medicine any longer. The 
doctors who merry rich wives do not gen- 
erally practice. His daughter, who is be- 
ing educated in Europe, is about eighteen 
years old. I don’t know her first name.” 

- “ Who are the doctor’s relatives referred 
to in your formal statement? ”’ 
“I don’t know,” said Mr. Carpenter, 
adding that he was not sure whether they 
were all in the West, or whether Admiral 
Chadwick was one of them, as reported 
recently. He knew nothing of the Chad- 
wick family, in fact, but had gotten his 
information from Mrs. Chadwick about 
their family attitude toward her. 
As to the “smaller creditors,’ he said 
that he had notified them not to be 
alarmed. One of those to whom he telé- 
phoned last week, he said, was Louise & 
Co., who got the attachment against Mrs, 
Chadwick’s baggage. This millinery com- 
pany was the only concern that did not 
believe his assertion that its debt was 
safe. 
The lawyer was asked what he meant 
by saying that her “ largest creditors” still 
had confidence in her. 
“Exactly that,” he said. ‘Those to 
whom she owes most are not uneasy.”’ 
**Do, you mean to say that she has any 
larger creditors than the Oberlin bank? ”’ 
“‘How’ much does she owe it?” he re- 
sponded. 
“The ‘dispatches have put the figure at 
$340,000.’" 
+ “* Well,” he admitted, ‘‘I don’t believe she 
| does owe anybody more than that.” 

He insisted. however, that most of the 
“largest creditors” had not been heard of 
by the public, but were sure of their money. 


He said he could not tell whether the total 
amount of her debts would be $1,000,000 or 
more or less. “All, he said, would be paid 
this week. ' 

“Has the Newton clatm been settled? ”’ 

“No, the money hasn’t been paid yet. 
It will be settled, though.”’ 

He admitted for the first time that his 
client had conferred on Friday with the 
law firm of Butler, Notman, Joline & Myn-

The Holland House employes have looked 
upon young Hoover as rs. Chadwick's 
son, and nobody there ever heard a sus- 
picion that he might be a stepson until last 
night. Out of the very little that is known 
of Mrs. Chadwick's past one tact is that 
she once had a husband named Hoover. 
_Mr. Carpenter said he was sure Mrs. 
Chadwick would not leave the city to-day, 
but he would not prophesy as to the next 
day. She might noc be well enough to 
leave in a week. The attachment procured 
by Louise & Co., he said, was returnable 
in the City Court to-orrow. 

Another strange development in the mys- 
terious case yesterday was the appearance 
at the Holland House of a United States 
Secret Service agent, who evidently took 
much interest in Mrs. Chadwick’s affairs, 
but who protested that he was simply “ on 
waiting orders.’’ When his identity as a 
Fede detective had been established, al- 
though his name was not obtainable, he 
declared that his instructions were to re- 
main at the hotel unti! he received word 
what he was to do. 

A significant statement made by her law- 
yer was that the attachment served on her 
on Saturday was of no legal effect, because 
wearing apparel was exempt. In this con- 
nection it was learned that whatever jewel- 
ry Mrs. Chadwick had with her on Saturday 
was removed from the Holland House yes- 
terday. As court decisions of the past have 
left some doubt as to whether jeweiry 
should be accoynted ‘“ wearing apparel,’ 
Mrs. Chadwick ked about for a way to 
get her valuable trinkets out of the Sheriff's 


way. 

Thou h attachment papers had _ been 
served th on the hotel officials and her- 
self, her lawyer advised her that the serv- 
ice was no good, He told her, so he said 
last night, that a Deputy Sheriff serving 
such papers was legally bound to take act- 
ual possession of the bag e attached. 
Telling the hotel people to hold it did not 
make them responsible for it, and so there 
was no bar to its removal after Rinn, the 
server, left the hotel Saturday afternoon. 
The Deputy Sheriff has announced that he 
will go after the property to-day and that 
the hotel people must not let anything get 
out of their care.

ITALIAN CROWN PRINCE 
BAPTIZED AT QUIRINAL 


Splendid Ceremony Attended by 


Many Royal Personages. 


OUR AMBASSADOR NOT THERE 


Only Diplomats Whose Countries Sent 
Princes Invited—Iinfant Cried When 
He Felt Holy Water. 


ROME, Dec. 4.—The infant Crown Prince 
of Italy was baptized at the Quirinal to- 
day. The weather was showery, but this 
did not prevent a great crowd gathering at 
the Palace to witness the passage of the 
carriages with their distinguished occu- 
pants, 

The ballroom of the Quirinal, which had 
been transformed into a chapel, was beau- 
tifully decorated. The altar stood at the 
end of the room. It bore six immense 
golden candlesticks and a crucifix in the 
centre. Above the altar was a picture, 
which had been taken from the Quirinal 
chapel, representing the Madonna and 
Child. Above this was a balcony for the 
Court quintet. 

On the left of the altar was a box for the 
little Princesses Yolanda and Mafalda and 
for other children of the Court. Under 
this, in red brocade with palms, was anoth- 
er box for diplomats whose countries had 
sent royal representatives, such as Great 
Britain, Germany, Portugal, and Servia. 
The diplomats from other countries were 
not invited. 

When all the guests had assembled six- 
teen canons and the Court Chaplain, Mgr. 
Beccaria, entered processionally, taking 
their places at the altar. Immediately aft- 
er the appearance of the clergy the doors 
of the private apartments. of the Palace 
were opened to allow the royal cortége, 
headed by the Master of Ceremonies and 
the Prefect of the Palace, to pass. Count- 
ess. Bruschi-Falgari, Lady in Walting, car- 
ried the Crown Prince, who was dressed in 
an exquisite lace-embroidered robe and was 
lying on a lace pillow. 

With the King and Queen were the 
price of Moritenegro dressed as a Gos- 
pador, in a rich Montenegrin costume, and 
his three daughters, Princess Helen of Ser- 
via, the Dowager Duchess cf Genoa, great- 
grandmother of the Crown Prince; Prince 
Albert of Prussia, Prince Arthur of Con- 
naught, Prince Victor Napoleon, the Duke 
of Genoa, the Count of Turin, and others. 

The spectacle was magnificent in the 
extreme. All the ladies present, including 
those of the royal party, were dressed in 


white, with creamy lace vails on their 
heads, and were glittering with jewels. 

The baptismal ceremony was most pict- 
uresque. Countess Bruschi-Falgari came 
slowlg forward with the infant, which was 
taken by the Queen, who advanced before 
the altar. At the same time the my | 
stepped to the box occupied by the roya 
children and lifted out the _ Princesses 
Yolande and Mafalda, whom he kept be- 
side him during the entire ceremony, which 
they watched with wide-eyed interest. 
Dow: r Queen Margherita, the godmother, 
and Prince Nicholas of Montenegro, the 
godfather, stood on either side of the Queen 
and the infant, each with one hand on the 
Crown Prince’s shoulder and a lighted can- 
die in the other. The ceremony lasted fif- 
teen minutes, and the Crown Prince be- 
haved splendidly, his only outcry being 
ss he felt the holy water upon his fore- 
ea 

The informal reception after the baptism 
was shortened, owing to the grave illness 
of the Duchess of Aosta. The Duke of 
Aosta has ordained three days of prayer 
in the royal church at Turin. at which he 
will assist personally.

Aged Seafaring Man Despondent Over 
Dismissal from Brooklyn Home. 


Because he had been dismissed from the 
Home for Aged Men and Couples, Classon 
Avenue and.Park Place, Brooklyn, on the 
complaint that he used intoxicants habit- 
ually, Henry Stevens, seventy-nine years 
old, attempted to commit suicide by cutting 
his throat with a razor yesterday morning.

fully franked and inclosed in the so-called 
penalty envelopes of the United States Gov- 
ernment, concerning the public business of 
the United States, which shall be carried 
free both by the Governments of Panama 
and of the canal zone. : It is provided, how- 
ever, that the zone authorities may, for the 
purpose of facilitating the transportation of 
through mail between the zone and the 
United States in either direction, inclose 
such through mail, properly stamped or 
lawfully franked, in sealed mail pouches, 
which shall not be opened by the authorities 
of the Republic of Panama in transit, on 
condition that the cost of transportation of 
such mail pouches shall be paid by the zone 
Government. ' . 


Provision Regarding Currency. 


“Sec. .8.—This order shall not be. oper-

fixed by the republic, and under such con- 
ditions asthe republic may determine; 
but nothing herein is to be construed as 
intended to limit the power of: the republic 
to exclude or restrict the rights of such 
citizens as it may be deemed judicious. 

“Sec. 10.—+The highway éxtending from 
the eastern limits of the City of Pan- 
ama, as. fixed in the above-mentioned 
provisional delimitation agreement of June 
10, 1904, to the point still further to the 
eastward, where the road to the Savannah 
crosses the zone line, which is five miles 
eastward of the centre axis of the, canal, 
shall be repaired and maintained in a serv- 
iceable condition at the cost and expense 
of the authorities of the canal zone, and 
also in like manner the said road from the 
said eastern limits of the City of Panama 
to the railroad bridge in the City of Pan- 
ama shall be repaired at. the cost of the 
authorities of the canal zone, but this or- 
der shall not be operas unless the Re- 
public of Panama shall waive its claims for 
compensation for the use in perpetuity 
of the municipal buildings in the cana] 
zone. 


America to Establish Hospitals, 


“Sec. 11.—The United States will con- 
struct, maintain, ‘and conduct a hospital or 
hospitals either in the canal zone or in the 
territory of the republic, at its option, for 
the treatment of persons insane or af- 
flicted with the disease of leprosy and any 
indigent sick, and the United States will 
accept for treatment therein such persons 
of said classes as the republic may re- 
quest, but this order shall not be operative 
unless, first, the Republic of Panama shail 
furnish without cost the requisite lands 


for said purposes if the United States shall 
locate such hopital_or hospitals in the ter- 
ritory of the republic, and, second, that 
the republic shall contribute and pay to

S. C. Mitchell, the Artist, Here 
for an Operation. 


Five belated liners, the log of each show- 
ing that the worst kind of weather is pre- 
vailing on the Atlantic, docked in New 
York and Hoboken yesterday morning. 
The vessels -were the French liner La Tou- 
raine, which arrived in Quarantine late 
on Saturday night; the Cunarder BHtruria, 
the Mediterranean liner Koenigin Luise 
of the North German Lloyd Line, the Ham- 
burg-American liner Prinz Oskar, from Na- 
ples, and the Burgundia, from Marseilles. 
The Etruria and the Touraine were due at 
their piers early yesterda®& morning, while 
the other three were nearly three days 
overdue. This shows that the weather pre- 
vailing along the tracks followed by the 
Mediterranean trade has been much worse 
than that encountered by ships plying te 
England and North European ports. 

Of the quintet of storm-tossed liners, the 
Etruria’s experience was the roughest, that 
vessel having shipped.a great wave on 
the afternoon of Nov. 29,.that collided, in 
passing over the ship, with some of the 
port davits, which were snapped like pipe- 
stems, with the result that two of the 
Etruria's most valuable lifeboats were 
dropped into the sea and lost. Capt. Watt 
of the liner described the weather as the 
worst he had encountered in a long time, 
and said that the voyage from Tuesday to 
Saturday was a continuous battle with 
head winds and huge seas, the outcome of 
which was that the liner did considerable 
rolling and pitching, the gyrations causing 
nearly all of the passengers to get a good 
idea as to the exact feeling that accom- 
panies seasickrigss. 

None of the other liners lost any of their 
boats or parts of their superstructures, but 
that was due to good luck. pure and sim- 
ple, and, like the Cunarder, they reported 
a voyage that was‘a continual pitch and 
roll, which made most of their passengers 
seasick and the work of the dining saloon 
stewards comparatively easy. The Touraine 
reported encountering a severe snowstorm 
on Thursday when off the Grand Banks. 
This lasted through the next day, the snow 
having followed two severe southwesters. 

J. H. Barnes, the actor, well known in 
this country as Mary Anderson’s leading 
man, was a passenger on the Etruria. 

Mr. Barnes will have a leading part in 
Charles Frohman’s forthcoming production 
of the latest Pinero play, “ A Wife Without 
a Smile." Others on the Etruria were 
Lieut. A. C. Baylay, Royal Engineers; 
Baron Giskra, First Secretary of the Aus- 
tria-Hungarian Embassy at Washington, 
and Col. Carter. 

Samuel C, Mitchell, the American artist, 


who has been in Europe for several years, 
came home on the Touraine to undergo an 
operation. Mr. Mitchell was very ill all 
the way over, and yesterday when the 
Touraine docked. an ambulance from St. 
Vincent’s Hospital was called and he was 
taken to that institution. His condition, it 
was said, is very serious. _M. Cousturier, 
ex-Governor of the French Congo, who is 
the new Governor of St. Pierre Miquelon, 
also came over on the Touraine, as did 
also M. Van Swinderen, the Minister of 
the Netherlands at Washington, and Mme. 
Giraldoni, wife of the grand opera baritone. 

The Rocntese Luise brought over the body 
of Mrs. Adelaide Tilden Buchanan, adopted. 
daughter of Moses Tilden, a brother of 
Samuel J. Tilden. Mrs. Buchanan died in 
Florence on Nov, 14. 

Among the passengers. on the Koenigin 
Luise were Mrs, Augustus Van Wyck, E. 
J. Loughman, and George H. Eastman. 
The Prinz Oskar brought, among others, 
Major Carlton E. Scarrett, Carrington 
Avery, and Dr. George P. Morris. 

One hundred and sixty-seven boxes of

IMMIGRATION FALLING OFF. 


Standard of Arrivals Higher Than Here- 
tofore, Says Commissioner Sargent. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—That immigra- 
tion to the United States decreased mate- 
rially during the last fiscal year, and that 
the moral, intellectual, and physical qualifi- 
cations of the immigrants admitted/“to this 
country during the past year are higher 
than ever heretofore have been chronicled, 
is asserted in the annual report of Frank 
P. Sargent, Commissioner General of Im- 
migration, which was made public to-day. 

During the last fiscal year 812,870 aliens 
arrived in the United States, of whom 
549,100 were males and 263,770 females, an 
increase in the females, as compared with 
last year, of 19,870 and a decrease in the 
males of 64,046. 

The total amount of money shown to of- 
ficers by these 812,870 aliens was $20,894,383, 
or $4,776,870 more than was brought by the 
857,046 arrivals of the previous year. 

Of the aggregate steerage immigration 
during the year, 767,933 came from Europe, 
°26,186 from Asia, and .18,751 from all other 
countries, The greatest number of immi- 
grants, 193,296, came from Italy, a de- 
crease of 37,326 from last year. Of the Ori- 
ental countries Japan furnished the greatest 
number of immigrants, 14,264, a decrease 


of 5,704, while China supplied 4,309, an in- 
crease of 2,100. 

Commenting on the violations of the 
alien contract labor law, Commissioner Sar- 
gent says he ‘is impelled to direct atten- 
tion to the fact that the effective operat- 
ing cause of violations and attempted viola- 
tions of the alien contract labor law is the 
employer of such labor in this country. 
To put an end to such offenses, therefore, 
it is necessary for the law to successfully 
reach such employers.” 

Concerning the persistence with which 
some of the steamships bring diseased 
aliens into the country the Commissioner 
says “‘that the law is being defied by 
some of the companies is plain from the 
fact that 1,560 alien passengers thus af- 
flicted were denied admission during the 

ear, * * * and that during the year there 

ave been imposed upon them penalties 
amounting to $28,400."’ 
: In reiterating his recommendations of last 
| year, Commissioner Sargent says that 
“paramount in importance to all other 
new —— in regard to alieéh immigra- 
tion, the bureau considers some adequate 
measure for the distribution of aliens who 
are admitted to this country.”’

Alfred Moore, the Owner, Arrested—Lad 
May Be Fatally turt.-

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GETTING WARM. 

The most significant feature of the 
tariff revision agitation which is going 
on at Washington with increased liveli- 
ness as the Congressmen gather there is 
the heat manifested by the extreme pro- 
tectionists. It looks as if they Were a 
good deal frightened at the strength of 
the séntiment for révision which is 
shown and a good deal concerned at the 
way in which the President is likely to 
take it. 

They see that they are not going to be 
able to hoodwink Mr. RoosiveL.t. He 
has proved to them in many ways that 
he is @ better jyiige of popular sentiment 
than they are, They realize also that it 
is not easy to bluff him. They have lost 
the hold they imagined they had upon 
him before the election. At that time if 
they told him, in effect, that the party 
would not stand his personal views, he 
had no conclusive proof that they were 
mistaken. Now he can point to his 
splendid majority and the relative weak- 
ness of the State tickets wherever there 
was dissatisfaction with the party lead- 
ers, and they cannot deny that his au- 
thority is far greater than theirs. If he 
ever felt that it was necessary to yield 
to them in order to preserve party unity, 
he cannot feel so now. On the contrary, 
he can very reasonably maintain that 
there is more safety in their following 
him than in his following them. His 
friends say, and doubtless with his ap- 
proval, that he will not split his party. 
But if the time comes when he feels like 
saying to the extremists that the only 
way to avoid a split in the party is to ac- 
cept his leadership, they may well see 
that the responsibility is on them and 
not on him. This is the situation that 
excites them, and it is no wonder. For 
the first time since the civil war they 
are dealing with a President obviously 
and greatly stronger than they are 
themselves.

time to time, based on the Jower charges 
which the city contended were just, 
amount to some six millions of dollars. 
At the same time the Commissioner of 
Water, Gas, and Electricity, it is an- 
nounced, has made contracts for electric 
lights at rates somewhat lower than pre- 
viously claimed, but much higher than 
his predecessor deemed just and suffi- 
cient. This is a marked change of policy 
from the Low administration, which re- 
fused to make new contracts, refused to 
pay the high rates, insisted on a reduc- 
tion of 40 per cent., and required the 
companies to accept that or submit their 
claims to the courts. Had the compa- 
nies, instead, stopped service, it was held 
by the administration, including Mr. 
Grout, that a mandatory injunction 
could have been sectired by the city, in 
the trial of which the companies would 
have been forced to submit their claims 
to the courts, to show the real cost of 
their service, and to accept a reasonable 
payment for it. 

This position was conceded at the time 
by the Consolidated Gas Company, which 
substantially controls the supply of light 
fo rthe City of New York. On April 7, 
1903, a hearing was had before the Cit- 
ies Committee of the Senate on a Dill 
authorizing the city to establish a mu- 
nicipal lighting plant. Senator Lewis 
of the committee remarked that the com- 
pany could be “compelled, as a public 
service corporation,” to furnish light for 
the city. “If they cannot agree on 
rates,” the Senator added, “that ques- 
tion can be adjudicated.” Addressing 
Merchants’ Association, Senator Lewis 
said: 

Suppose the city refused to make a con- 
tract on the terms offered, and suppose 
the corporation says: “Very well, we 
won't furnish any lights,” and turns them 
off, or attempts to. Isn’t the city in a po- 
sition to mandamus that corporation and 
eompel it to furnish the light and let the 
price, the “‘quantum meruit,” be deter- 
mined by the courts? 

Mr. Dovexsrrr—I inclined to think 
the city can’t do it. @on’t see how the 
city could mandamus this company. 

Senator Hisperc—They couldn’t get a 
technical mandamus. They could get a 
mandatory injunction. 

Mr. DoveRERTY—Upon what theory? 

SenatorEisperc—Upon the theory that 
this corporation is a public service corpo- 
ration, a public carrier of power and light,

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We thus see that the policy of the Low 
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These claims, including payments from 
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Mr, Dovcuprry, who appeared for the 


right, was based on an interpretation of 
the law which the Consolidated Gas 
Company accepted. As a matter of fact 
the company never ventured to force the 
city to go to the courts and never vent- 
ured to appeal to the courts itself. One 
minor company did iLreaten to cut off its 
lights if it were not paid. It was met by 
a motion for a mandatory injunction and 
did not cut off its lights. It has never 
pressed for a decision of the case. We 
cannot understand why Controller Grout 
has sufrendered his former ground, so 
strongly intrenched as it was, or why 
new contracts are made at rates much 
higher than those which the companies 
dared not dispute in court. 

In these cirtumstances the resolution 
of the Board of Apportionment directing 
the Corporation Counsel to draw up a bill 
authorizing a municipal lighting plant 
seems a cheap and futile attempt to mis- 
lead the public. Such a bill was pre- 
sented in 1903, It appears to have been 
meant then as an additional means of 
compelling the light companies to accept 
reasonable pay for their services. As 
the companies have got pretty near all 
they then claimed, and as they have got 
a contract at higher rates than the city 
would then pay, the renewal of what 
was practically a threat is pretty silly 
business. Surrender first and threat 
afterwards is going the wrong way 
about. The city has given up a very ad- 
vantageous position. It is most remark- 
able that it seems the one thing in cur- 
rent affairs in which the Murphy and 
the McCarren can sweetly agree. In 
this sort, as THURLOW WEED bitterly re- 
marked of the sordid Tammany-Repub- 
licean combine, “ There’s no politics in 
politics.” 


THE MAIL CARRIERS’ “ HOLD-UP.” 

The story of the attempt of the mail 
carriers’ organization to secure legisla- 
tion for its members by “holding up” 
Congressmen is by no means a novel one 
in Washington. There has been a 
pretty steadily growing tendency to this 
sort of thing for a number of years, and 
though the department may undertake 
its suppression in earnest, as it cer- 
tainly should, it will be found not an 
easy matter to handle. 

It would not do in this country to de- 
prive an employé of the Government of 
the suffrage or directly to forbid him to 
use his vote to promote his own inter- 
ests. The Congressman who appeals to 
workingmen to support him because he 
has got, or will get, money spent by the 
Government in his district cannot logic- 
ally object to public servants voting for 
or against the men who will aid or re- 
sist their efforts to get higher pay. Back 
of this kind of direct appeal to selfish- 
ness lies the very general policy of the 
party in power as to the protected in- 
terests of manufacturers and their work- 
men. The whole theory of democracy is 
that men will use their votes for their 
own advantage; the notion that they will 
use them fairly toward others is not sus- 
tained by experience. Yet the practice 
of organized lobbyifig by public em- 
ployés, using the pay they draw from 
the taxpayers to secure more pay, is an 
extreme form of this phase of democ- 
racy, and every means should be taken 
to put a stop to it. . 

Much will depend on the firmness and 
courage of the Post Office Department, 
which can discipline and restrain the of- 
fenders to a considerable degree, if it 
really wishes so to do. That, however, 
would require the department to keep 
out of partisan politics itself with great 
care, and it is notorious that the Post 
Office Department is more usually and 
actively a partisan machine than any 
other. The ethics and the practice of the 
Post Offices in the two great cities of 
New York and Philadelphia, for instance, 
for the past eight years, do not encour- 
age a very high standard of unselfish- 
ness in the lower grades of the service. 
If the President shall show as good judg- 
ment in the selection of a Postmaster 
General as he has shown in that of the 
new Postmaster for New York, it is pos- 
sible that the evil and nuisance that has 
grown up can be in a measure regulated. 
But it will be a tough job at best. Mean- 
while the “hold-up” by the carriers is 
an impressive lesson in the effect of the 
modern fad for extending the functions 
of the Government. Every step in that 
direction will be followed by this sort of 
tyrannizing over the people by their own 
servants. 


THAT SEVENTY-SECOND STREET 
STATION. 


That the Subway station at Seventy- 
second Street was a blunder is now con- 
ceded by those who made it and those 
who permitted it. That it “ must go” is 
the conclusion of all who have given the 
mattef consideration. 

The West Side Association has taken 
the matter up in a very practical way, 
and by the end of the present week will 
have the signatures of probably ten 
thousand west side residents and prop- 
erty owners to a petition addressed to 
the Rapid Transit Commission asking 
that the building be removed, and giving 
substantial reasons why this request 
should be complied with. Their plan is 
to have it set back some fifteen feet to 
the south, so as to restore the vista of 
Seventy-second Street, east and west, 
which one corner of it now cuts off. 
When rebuilt it is to have new fronts, so 
designed as to conceal the fact that the 
building stands obliquely to the cross 
street, and with features sufficiently or- 
namental to harmonize it with the gen- 
eral character of one of the finest resi- 
dential neighborhoods of New York. The 
request is reasonable. As it stands, this 
station not only is an eyesore which pos- 
sesses in some sense the character of @ 
public nuisance, but it is badly designed 
‘The stairways leading from the Subwa} 
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platform to the foyer are much too nar- 
row, and the fact that the surface cars 
run close beside it makes it dangerous 
to life and limb for those who forget to 
“watch out” in entering and leaving it. 
The time to rectify mistakes of this char- 
acter is as soon as they are discdvered. 
The movement of the West Side Asso- 
ciation in this matter is good citizenship. 
Eee 
ELECTRICAL SUBURBAN TRAFFIC. 

The decision of the New York Central 
management to equip its Harlem Branch 
with electrical: apparatus for train pro- 
pulsion as quickly as possible, instead of 
waiting a year as was first intended, is 
due to the rapid growth of its suburban 
traffic. Like considerations have influ- 
enced the Lackawanna management to 
enterprise in the same direction; also 
that of the Long Island Railroad. The 
number of passengers carried to suburb- 
an points on Long Island has increased 
at the rate of about a million a year for 
some years past, and it is a safe predic- 
tion that this rate of increase will be 
much more rapid after the system is 
“electrified” than it would be if its 
trains continued to be drawn by locomo- 
tives. 

The business policy of a railroad 
having one terminal in a great city 
is to develop its locak traffic to the 
fullest extent possible. It brings with 
it every other kind of traffic in the 
most profitable form, that yielding the 
largest revenues and entailing the least 
proportionate expense in fixed and oper- 
ating charges. Moreover, it is not held 
against competition, The only thing the 
steam railroad has to fear as to its sub- 
urban business is the electric railroad, 
and if it anticipates this by itself becom- 
ing an electric line, it has safeguarded 
its interests against any form of compe- 
tition now in sight. 


TURBINES AS MARINE ENGINES. 

Recent official tests of the Amethyst, 
of the British naval establishment, have 
given remarkable results as establishing 
the economy and value of the steam tur- 
bine for ship propulsion. Compared with 
ships of the same class, the Amethyst 
showed an advantage of 1.29 miles an 
hour in speed, this gain having been se- 
cured with easier steaming of boilers, 
equal weight of machinery, no vibration, 
and a net saving of 10 per cent. in coal 
burned. The manoeuvring capacity of 
the turbine cruiser proved quite as satis- 
factory as that of ships equipped with 
reciprocating engines, and the fuel 
economy materially increases the ship’s 
radius of action, It can run 3,160 sea 
miles at an average twenty-knot speed 
with 750 tons of coal, whereas her sister 
ship, with reciprocating eggines, could 
run only 2,140 miles. oes results 
would seem to vindicate the decision of 
the Cunard management, notwithstand- 
ing the adverse criticism which their 
adoption of the turbine for their new 
vessels has evoked. 

THE WASTE OF A CITY. 

The correspondent who, in a letter 
printed in a recent issue, expresses 
“some astonishment” at the statement 
in these columng a few days before 
that the fertilizing value in sewage is 
not great enough to warrant its re- 
covery, since it would not repay the 
cost, makes the very usual mistake of 


feonfusing irrigation with fertilization. 


Dirty water may be used for irrigation 
purposes, but not always successfully. 
Indeed, of the many sewage farms of 
which record may be found in the stand- 
ard text books of sanitary engineering, 
but few have been profitable as farms. 
On-this subject many illusions are cher- 
ished. The value of Boston sewage has 
been estimated by the Massachusetts 
State Board of Health at about one cent 
a ton. That of New York is worth still 
less, owing to the fact that our waste of 
water is much greater per head of popu- 
lation. That of the principal English 
cities has been variously estimated at 
from two to four cents perton. The well- 
known chapter in “ Les Miserables” in 
which Victor Huao pictured the appal- 
ling waste of Paris, telling us that “It 
is the flowering meadow; it is the green 
grass; it is marjoram and thyme and 
sage; it is game; it is cattle; it is the 
Batisfied low of huge oxen in the even- 
ing; it is perfumed hay; it is golden corn; 
it is bread on your table; it is warm 
blood in your veins; it is health; it is 
joy; it is life,” is all true enough, but 
not in the sense in which it is commonly 
understood, 4 

The problem of the economical and 
profitable utilization of sewage will re- 
main unsolved as long as we continue to 
dilute its valuable constituents with un- 
limited quantities of water. Great as their 
aggregate value may be, it is not great 
enough to repay recovery. It is like the 
gold in sea water. 


YOUNG WOMEN AND MARRIAGE. 

The American home and its principles, 
springing from a former agricultural life, 
are arraigned by Prof. Simon N. Patten 
in The Independent of Dec, 1, for their 
effect of discouraging marriage under 
present changed industrial conditions, 
Men used to be glad to marry young, he 
says, as wives were an economic help. 
But productive industries which were 


_once classified as married women’s work 


are so no longer under modern perver- 
sions. A wife must now “ buy her chick- 
en, not raise it; she must buy her butter, 
not churn it; buy her carpet, not weave 
it.” Coeval with the growth of the agri- 
cultural ideals of early marriage and pro- 
ductive labor under the home roof, wives 
and mothers became {neome-earners, and 
were only incidentally income-savers, 
Now these ideals persist, declares Dr. 
Patten, while industrial conditions have 
taken the married woman's productive 
work from under her rooftree to places 
where pride will not let her follow it, 


the Subway Married granddaughters of the butter- 


maker, he says succinctly, “incur een- 
sure if they cross the street to employ 
themselves in the dairy store there, even 
while their grandmothers are praised for 
thrift and energy.” 

Dr. Patten’s plea is that society should 
stand by the young wife in the attempt 
to regain her former productive useful- 
ness in its new forms outside her home. 
He gives several instances of “ the costly 
extravagance of the sentiment against 
gainful occupation” in young women, 
experienced in various kinds of outside 
industry, Wlo were kept at home by 
husbands whose earning power could not 
meet adequately the doubled needs of 
the married state. Dr. PatTmn'’s case is 
made apparently complete when he 
points out that the wife was formerly 
“placed at once in the current of pro- 
duction” and “ broadened with the pow- 
er which the education of the time de- 
niéd to the non-producing girl.’ 

But it is precisely here that an excep- 
tion may peértinently be taken to this 
line of argument. Education does not 
now, as it did in the days of her grand- 
mother, deny its broadening power to the 
“non-producing” American girl. In 
fact, Prof. MUENSTERBERG of Harvard, 
who is a keen observer of American so- 
cial life, has said that it is difficult for 
the average prospective husband to 
match her in intellectual gifts. Never- 
theless, she has stimulated his earning 
capacity, making this pre-eminently the 
“age of young men.” If the present mode 
of industrial distribution has set the age 
of marrying later, and shut out some al- 
together, it has not deprived woman of 
her sphere of enlightened usefulness in 
the home which she now fulfills, Home 
standards are unquestionably height- 
ened, and if it is more difficult to get a 
home than it used to be, the desire for 
its attainment is enhanced. “It costs 
twice as much to live nowadays,” cries 
the inevitable pessimist. ‘‘ Of course it 
does, it’s worth it!” should be, in this 
economic discussion, the invariable re- 
joinder. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


-——After mentioning two or three cases 
in which naval vessels have been run ashore 
in circumstances that gave isome warrant 
for doubting the competency or. the care- 
fulness of the navigating officers, The 
American Shipbuilder elaborates at length 
its belief that merchant service Captains, 
despite the vastly less favorable circum- 
stances In which they rise to command, are 
abler sailors—that is, are less likely to get 
their ships into trouble—than are the highly 
educated products of Annapolis. The rem- 
edy suggested for this sad state of affairs 
is, of course, recognition by the naval au- 
thorities of the enormous superiority of the 
practical knowledge acquired by experience 
afloat over the theoretical skill gained by 
the study of mathematics ashore. The 
article has all the usual emphasis of essays 
of its kind—with about the usual amount of 
half-truth and of rash assumption. In the 
first place, are naval vessels oftener than 
merchant vessels wrecked by bad seaman- 
ship? Of course, absolutely, the disasters 
of the former, compared with those of the 
latter, are in numbers so small as to be al- 
most negligible, but the question is one of 
proportion. We confess to lack of definite 
knowledge on the subject, but we find 
nothing in The Shipbuilder’s article to in- 
dicate that it is any better supplied with 
exact statistics than ourselves, and strongly 
suspect that we could say as safely that 
the ratio favors the navy as it can say 
that the advantage is on the other side. 
For its two or three cases of real or charged 


incompetency shown by naval navigators, | 


our files for the past year would show a 
hundred in which merchant Captains have 
had their abilities put to serious question 
by the abandonment of ships that later were 
towed to port or in which they ran ashore 
on the coast that of all coasts is the easiest 
for a commander with a lead line to avoid. 
Fog may excuse the grounding of a ves- 
sel entering a harbor like New York’s, but 
now about the steamers that in calm 
weather try to take short cuts through the 
Jersey or the Fire Island sands? And does 
The Shipbuilder really think that it knows 
any more than do the naval authorities 
about the difference between theory and 
practice or about their relative values? 
The navy men do what they can with what 
they have, just as the merchantmen do, 
and both can afford to stand by the conse- 
quences. There are incompetents in both 
services, and always will be, but In neither 
will the number of either be measurably 
decreased by undemonstrated comparisons 
or solemn declarations that seamanship is 
best learned by the bearing of responsi- 
bilities afloat. 


——A kindly reader, the excellence of 
whose intentions we thoroughly appreciate, 
has takén the trouble to send us a postal 
card suggesting that"we emit a few re- 
marks on the subject of Peter NissEn’s 
voyage on Lake Michigan in the queer craft 
which with prophetic accuracy* he had 
named “ The Fool-killer.””. How unfortu- 
nate is it that our friend did not at the 
same time and by means of the same card 
supply us with a few things to say on that 
subject that were not entirely self-evident, 
wearily platitudinous, and an utter waste 
of time and'space. We cannot ourgelves 
think of even one that would not illustrate 
those qualities, If our friend were himself 
in the business of writing pieces for the 
paper he would have learned long ago that 
it is lamentably easy to discuss topics like 


‘the death of Permr NissEn, and practically 


impossible to give the discussion either in- 
terest or value. Is it worth while to say 
that Prermzr was a foolish fellow, and that 
somehow or other he should have been pre- 
vented from awakening the amb’‘tions of 
other foolish fellows to perform the useless 
task in which he failed and died? But 
everybody knows all that—even Prrzer 
knew it, in a way, for otherwise he would 
not have choser for his craft the name he 
did. And we are not even sure that he 
should have been prevented from making 
his voyage, even if to do so had been prac- 
ticable. He risked his life in pursuit of a 
kind and form of fame that seemed to him 
to be desirable. We do not know that he 
imposed the slightest loss, inconvenience, 
or danger upon anybody else, any ba 
thing considered, he might have owed 
many,another less innocent ambition and 
wasted or lost his life In reaching for many 
another reward which, instead of being 
worthless—to other people—would have been

COUNT BONI’S PALACE. 


Work Resumed in the Avenue du Bois 
de Boulogne.

PARIS, Nov, 20.—The house that Count Boni de 
Castellane built in the Avenue du Bois de Bou- 
logne is once more the sensation of the hour. 
Since its outer walls, forming an almost exact 
copy of the Grand Trianon Palace at Versailles, 
were first displayed to an admiring public, a few 
years ago, it had. ceased to be much talked 
about. Now Count Boni de Castellane and the 
Countess, née Gould, are astonishing Paris again 
by the splendor of its fitting up, After a lull 
of some years work has been resumed in the 
palace, and again Versailles is being copied. 
The grand drawing room is being decorated in 
exact imitation of the Salon d’Hercule in the 
Palace of Louis XIV. The walis are to be al- 
most entirely of white, pink, and saffron yellow 
marble, with “dashes of emerald, ruby, and 
opal,"” whatever those may We. The painted 
ceiling of the Hercules room is being exactly 
copied. The salon ie thirty-seven feet by forty 
feet. There will be no curtains to the immense 
windows. In the evening gigantic mirrors, hid- 
den in the woodwork. will be slid out in front 
of the panes, and will completely conceal them, 
The flooring is also to be an accurate copy of 
that of the Salon d’Hercule.

SUBWAY AIR. ~~ 
Why Prof. Chandler’s Tests Fail to Meet 
Conditions as They Actually Exist. 


Te the Hditor of The New York Times: 

Although not indorsed by the Board of 
Health, the Interborough Company has 
seen fit to publish Prof, Chandler’s report 
in the pamphlet “Subway Air Pure as in 
Your Own Home.” This action was ill-ad- 
vised, because the evidence thus far s¢- 
cured by chemical analysis and general ob- 
servation clearly does not bear out the 
conclusion drawn from it. 

As to the chemical composition of Subs 
way air, Prof. Chandler finds an average 
Of 20.76 per cent, and 20.55 per cent. of oxy- 
gen respectively for air from the street and 
the station platforms. Accepting _ these 
figures as correct, and applying his own 
statement, that “the amount of oxygen 
present is a sufficient indication of the ab- 
sence of any appreciable quantity of car- 
bon-dioxide,” we would find according 
to the ratio given by Dr. Billings 22 
per cent, of this gas. This is more than 
five times the normal amount in urban at- 
mosphere, three times as much as the limit 
acceptable in school rooms, and certainly 
more than what we would tolerate in our 
Own homes. 

The logical conclusion from the tests 
would therefore seem to show a condition 
far from satisfactory. Moreover, the sam- 
ples taken only represented the air in sta- 
tions, Further back in the tunnel it is cer- 
tain to be worse, and still more so in the 
cars, where we have nearly the same degree 
of vitiation as on elevated railroad cars, 
plus that of the tunnel air upon which we 
depend for ventilating them. As passen- 
gers spend most of the time in transit, 
analysis should also be made to show the 
conditions prevailing on the trains. 

Chemical tests in the Subway to be of 
real value ought to establish definitely all 
constituents of the air, particularly the 
quantity of any deleterious gases that may 
be present. A leakage of soil air into the 
tunnel is by no means unlikely, and could in 
this way be traced and stopped. 

Assuming as stated an air space of 1,000 
cubic feet per capita to be correct, we find 
that to dilute the impurities we should re- 
new this air at least twice an hour, in order 
to make it fit to breathe in cars. A rough 
calculation of the currents thereby created 
at the 144 openings to the street will show 
at once if measured that no such renewal 
now takes place, and will much less in Sum- 
mer, General observations therefore con- 
firm the true conclusions from the chem- 
ical tests—that the ventilation induced by 
the trains and effected through the exits is 
not sufficient. 

Considering the impossibility to keep the 
Subway clean “ as in éur own homes,” bac- 
teria will certainly accumulate in it with 
dust and dirt, and will become a menace to 
public health. Prof. Chandler’s statements 
on this phase of the problem are open to 
criticism by hygienists and physicians. His 
remarks on bacteria are just as misleading 
to the public as the conclusions drawn from 
the tests. P 

While we cannot apply to the Subway 
air the same standards of purity as in 
buildings, there is unquestionably need for 
improvement, and a study of the problem 
will show that there are practical means to 
accomplish it. Since the present unsatis- 
factory conditions are mainly due to cer- 
tain features in design and construction, the 
Rapid Transit Commission through their 
engineers should take up the matter. If 
thjs is not done, then the Board of Health 
might properly step in to compel construc- 
tion of the present and future subways with 
due regard to sanitary principles,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—Praise of Pres= 
ident Roosevelt as a keen naval o! 
finds conspicuous place in the first re 
of Secretary of the Navy Paul Morton 
the President, made public to-day, He dé< 
clares that opinions dpuiverea by Mr. 
Roosevelt years ago have been borne out<4 
by the conflicts of the Japanese and Rus- 
sian fleets. oe 

Under the heading “ Battleships vs. Tor- ‘ 
pedo Boats”’ Mr. Morton says: 
sons of the war in the Hast thus far are 
the same as those of the Spanish war with 
respect to the relative value and uses of 
battleships, torpedo boats, and destroyers. 
Weight of metal, heavy guns, and hard 
hitting, whether at long or short range, 
still do the most effective work. The day 
of the battleship is not over, and the sphere 
of the lighter vessels, while important, is 
auxiliary only. . 

“These conclusions, reached by the Gen- 
eral Board and the Board on Construction 
as the result of careful study of recent 
naval progress and present conditions, in , 
the light of the events of the past few 
months in Eastern seas, confirm in a“ 
most striking manner your own views on 
the subject, expressed more than two and 
a half years ago. 

“Upon the files of the Navy Department 
I find a letter addressed by you to the” 
Secretary of the Navy, Feb. 22, 1902, in 
which you assign the place of first impor- 
tance to the heavier vessels of modern 
fleets; conclude that in the future as) 
in the past battleships must hold the bat- 
tle line, and emphasize the point by taking 
the ground that the place of the Admiral 
in war, and probably also in peace, is on 
board the best fighting ship of his squad- 
ron.

QUIET MAN WHO DOES THINGS 


Qualities of “ Figurehead ” Official That 
Discomfited a Machiavellian 
Gulld of Graft. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—Cabinet places 
ate not often given as rewards of merit. 
Still rarer is the case of a Cabinet office 
given as @ reward of merit to a man whose 
merit consisted in his hunting out graft in 
the department of which he is made the 
head. This it is which gives interest to 
the presence in President Roosevelt’s Cab- 
inet of Postmaster General Wynne. 

A year ago no one would have picked 
out Wynne as one ever likely to sit at a 
Président’s official table. He had never 
been fm politics; he had no pull; he could 
deliver no delegates; he had no “ strength.”’ 
He held an office, which was his first, 
though he was fifty years of age. He had 
been an active, industrious private citizen 
all his life. The astonishing rise of the 
stenographer Cortelyou to the Cabinet has 
been much commented upon; but Cortelyou 
rose through a service of years in what 
comes pretty close to being a Cabinet place 
—that of Secretary to the President—and 
Wynne, the newspaper reporter, did not. 

They often give First Assistant Postmas- 
ter Generalships to newspaper men. Perry 
Heath, of much fame of a certain sort, was 
one drafted from the ranks of Washington 
correspondents. Wynne was another—of a 
very different sort. 

He stepped into the First Assistant Post- 
master Generalship, presumably to drone 
away his term as other eminent figureheads 
had done. There had been plenty of figure- 
heads before him; it is a figurehead office. 
A man who holds that place is not expected 
to do much but sign things. The things 
are set before him, and he signs them. The 
Second Assistant is a man experienced in 
the Post Office business; so, once in a 
while, is the Fourth Assistant. The First 
Assistant looks wise and signs. 


RING THAT WAS ALL POWERFUL. 


In the Post Office Department at that 
time there was a ring. It consisted of the 
bureau chiefs, who had established a ma- 
chine of such strength and magnitude that 
First Assistants, and even Postmasters 
General, were mere unregarded incidents 
of its career. Practically, it was the Post 
Office Department; it was the Postmaster 
General. 

It did as it liked, and if the Postmaster 
General, whoever he might be, ever suspect- 
ed its presence, it was a suspicion about 
which he could not get excited. It had 
practically all of Congress at its beck; and 
Postmasters General do not buck Congress. 
Still less do First Assistants, It had won 
Congress, not through coarse corruption, 
but through being the only force to which 
the individual Congressman could appeal 
for those things which are the breath of his 
political life. 

That may be hard to understand in a 
great city, but in the country districts 
they understand it readily enough. A Con- 
gressman who cannot get a salary raised, 
cannot get a store leased for a Post Office, 
cannot do a thousand and one things for 
the financial uplifting of his district and 
the party war horses, comes to be regarded 
ae & “dead one,” and must give place to 

“live one” when the convention meets. 
He does business with all the departments, 

| but the Post Office Department is the most 
important one for this purpose. With the 
Post Office ring ever ready to help him 
out, his sole salvation in many an embat- 
tled year, what wonder that he felt morally 
bound te stand by his saviors? 

The ring, boiled down, amounted to two 
powerful bureau chiefs, Machen and Bea- 
vers, though there were others in it. They 
had so extended their sway in the course 
of years that their unfelt control was over 
every spring and pivot in that great de- 
partment. The machinery moved smoothly, 
with hardly a creak, and the average Post- 
master General was unaware of its pres- 
ence, or barely aware. Charles Emory 
Smith was unaware, apparently. Perry 
Heath was aware, and not neglectful of op- 
portunities. There succeeded him a mild, 
perfectly honest gentleman from New Jer- 


sey, who in the course of months became 
aware. This gentleman, Johnson by name, 
finding himself a mere cog in a machine 
and recognizing something of its maleficent 
influence, resigned to save his conscience 
and keep his peace of miind. 


THE ADVENT OF WYNNE, 


He was succeeded by Wynne; a large, 
ruddy-faced man, fifty years old and good- 
humored. There was nothing of the Sher- 
lock Holmes about him. He was a man 
disposed to take things as they came and 
mever to get excited. Even tempered, 
placid, kindly cynical, good-naturedly pes- 
simistic, and easy going was Wynne. 

That, at least, was the popular estima- 
tion, But also Wynne was a newspaper 
man of long experience, accustomed to sift 
things and not to take anything for grant- 
ed. Also he was honest, of an honesty that 
pe no compromises. Heath was a news- 
paper man, and Johnson was absolutely un- 
will ae compromise with evil. But Wynne

RING AMAZED AND ALARMED. 


Thereupon began a systematic effort to 
overthrow and ruin this unprecedented 
First Assistant, this man not content with 
things as they were. The ring awoke with

“NOT MORTGAGED ”—HIGGINS. 


But Is Not at This Time Interfering in 
Senatorial Struggle. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BUFFALO, N, Y¥., Dec. 4.—Governor-elect 
Frank W. Higgins is not doing anything 
just now, he says, which might be con- 
strued as “ meddling” in the struggle for 
the United States Senatorship between 
Chauncey M. Depew and Frank 8. Black, 
but the Governor-elect stated plainly last 
night at the Iroquois that while he was 
not interfering at the present time, he had 
not mortgaged his future action. 

When asked what his position on the 
Senatorship was he said: 

“Not having any vote on the United 
States Senatorship, I am not doing any- 
thing just at present. If I dig do any- 
thing just now I might be charged with 
meddling by those who are deeply interest- 
ed, and I wouldn’t care to arouse a criti- 
cism like that.” 

**Does that mean that you will take no 
position or side in the matter at all" 

“Tt does not,” said Mr. Higgins decid- 
edly. ‘I’m not mortgaging my future ac- 
tion, and don’t intend to. It is a long time 
until late in January, when a United 
States Senator fs to be elected.” 

Mr. Higgins said that he would soon 
name the members of his military staff. 
Twelve of the sixteen, he said, must be 
chosen from the National Guard, and these 
would be appointed, he declared, without 
regard to politics, and from regiments or 
companies which had not been recognized 
by other Executives. 

Mr. Higins will meet the State Board of 
Charities to-morrow morning on the invita- 
tion of its members. 


NEW YORK SYMPHONY CONCERT 


Schumanh’s “Manfred” Music and 
Tschaikowsky’s “ Tempest” Given. 


Mr. Damrosch’s evident intention to give 
his Sunday afternoon concerts with the 
New York Symphony Orchestra a special 
importance through the production of new 
and unfamiliar music, is haying some in- 
teresting results, At the second concert 
yesterday in Carnegie Hall he performed 
Tschaikowsky’s symphonic fantasy “on

same kind. 

Schumann's music to Byron's ‘* Man- 
fred”’ attracted and held the attention of 
the very considerable audience, although 
so much of it is in an artistic form that has 
never been able to win popular acceptance 
in this country—the “‘ melodrama,” or dra- 
matic recitation to the accompaniment of 
music, Representations of it in New York 
may be counted on the fingers of one 
hand. The high priest of gloomy ro- 
mantic pessimism and heroics had a strong 
attraction upon Schumann, whose artistic 
nature had been so powerfully influenced

Religious Educators and Others In- 
terested Hold Meeting. 


PREACHERS FLOCK TO CITIES: 


That Is Regarded as One of the Trou- 
bles—Business Opportunities Keep 
Candidates Away. 


So acute in some religious bodies has be- 
come the dearth of ministers, and so few 
@re the young men that are entering the 
seminaries with intent to study for the 
ministry that active steps are being taken 
by prominent religious educators to deter- 
mine if a solution for the problem cannot 
be found, John R. Mott, head of the Stu- 
dent Vi teer Movement, is said to be 
behind ‘ort. 

It was learned yesterday that at. the in- 
stance of Mr. Mott nearly twenty-five 
leading religious educators met last Mon- 
day at the Hotel Manhattan to discuss 
ways and means, The meeting was & 
closed one. The discussion was academic 
in large part. A permanent organization 
is hoped for and sought, it is said. 

Some of those present at the gathering 
Were the heads of Drew Methodist, Union, 
Yale and Hartford Congregational, New 
Brunswick Reformed Seminaries, and Prof. 
Roper of the Episcopal General Seminary. 
Bishop Coadjutor D, H. Greer of the Epis- 
copal Diocese of New York and Bishop 
Charles H. Fowler of the Methodist Church 
Were present, as were the Rev. Drs. Lyman 
Abbott and J. M. Buckley, religious editors, 
and the Rey. Drs. W. 8, Rainsford, J. Ross 
Stevenson, D. Sage Mackay, and Ww. Cc. 
Bitting.

“We discussed many things. Principally 
they were the causes which keep men from 
entering the Christian ministry, and ways 
in which men may be induced to enter the 
ministry. There was a wide variance of 
opinion. 

“It was pointed out that great openings 
in business are serving to keep many from 
the ministry; that the decay of home re- 
ligion has something to do with it, and 
that present ecclesiastical and creeda] con- 
ditions are sufficient to keep out many 
men, who, were conditions right, would 
never hesitate, 

“One of the principal conditions, it was 
declared, that had a profound effect on the 
supply of ministerial candidates was that 
the minister of the Gospel no longer holds 
the position in the community he once 
held. He is no longer the chief centre of 
religious and other instruction in the com- 
munity. One speaker at the meeting seemed 
to think that the unreal standards set for 
ministers have much to do with the present 
evil situation, 

“To my mind the possible cures for the 
conditions that were suggested fall short 
of what we must do to cause a change. 
The cure must be more heroic. It was 
suggested that laborers be prayed for; 
that appeals for the ministry should em- 
phasize the heroic; that persons of influ- 
ence should be induced to use that influ- 
ence to induce men to enter the ministry.

SUBWAY ALARM SYSTEM 

TESTED THREE TIMES 

Emergency Trials of Automatic Ap- 

pliances Delay Sunday Traffic. 


NEW UP-TOWN STATION OPENED 


3,000 Persons Journey to the New West 
Side Terminal at One Hundred 
and Fifty-seventh Street. 


The northern terminal of the west side 
branch of the Subway was moved eleven 
blocks further up town, with the opening 
for permanent service of the new station 
at One Hundred and Fifty-seventh 
Street and Broadway shortly after noon 
yesterday. While the novelty of un- 
derground travel very largely has had time 
to wear off by now, some 3,000 persons took 
the trip to the new temporary terminal 
during the afternoon hours, and it was evi- 
dent that the majority of these did so for 
the experience of traveling a few blocks 
further northward in the tunnel than it has 
been possible to do before, 

The first Subway train arrived at the 
One Hundred and Fifty-seventh Street Sta- 
tion shortly after 12:30 P. M, From that 
time until early dusk, according to the esti- 
mate of employes, some 500 persons were 
handled each hour at the new terminal, 
Everything seemed to work smoothly and 
without a hitch, and there was but little 
delay in the switching of trains from the 
north-bound to the south-bound track. In 
the street, around the exit, and entrance 
of the station street fakirs were doing a 
brisk trade in souvenir pamphlets of the 
Subway, just as on the day when the Sub- 
way was opened first for traffic. 

Passengers utilizing the Subway were 
subjected to a rather protracted delay be- 
tween 10 and 11 o’clock yesterday forenoon. 
Travel was tied up in both directions, the 
power having been turned off the third rail. 
Many passengers whose trains were brought 
to a stop where station platforms were 
accessible left their cars and continued 
their journey on the surface, According to 
passengers, the tie-up was of half an hour’s 
duration, but this was denied by the In- 
terborough officials. 

Persons who questioned the Subway em- 
ployes were informed that the power had 
been turned off, and that was all they 
knew. At the main power house of the 
company, in West Fifty-ninth_Street, it 
was asserted that the tie-up was due to an 
emergercy alarm having been sent in. This, 
it was explained, called for an immediate 
shutting off of the power. 

Superintendent Frank Hedley said last 
night that the power had been shut off to 
afford an opportunity for testing the auto- 
matic appliances along the line. 

“The test was absolutely essential to the 
safe operation of the road,” he said. 
“Three such emergency alarms were sent 
in during the day, but in no case was the 
delay of more than eight minutes’ dura- 
tion.”

BAD MANNERS IN NEW YORK. 


The Only Escape Is to Leave, the Rev. 
Mr. McConnell Says. 


The Rev. 8. D. McConnell of All Souls’ 
Church, in his regular Sunday afternoon 
sermon yesterday, said that no worse con- 
ditions of conduct of man toward man were 
possible than existed here at home. The 
only relief from “our bane of bad man- 
ners,” he declared, was to get out of New 
York. 

There are thousands upon thousands in 
New York, he said, who have no excuse 
whatever for being here, and would be in- 
conceivably better elsewhere, and if else- 
where one thing would be certain, he added, 
and that is fredom from a ‘Telentless and 
mannerless city. 

“Recent editorials by the press have 
called attention to the decadence of man- 
ners in New York,” continued the preacher.

CIVIC FEDERATION BLAMED 


Delegate Kaufman Says When Labor 
Leaders Dine with Employers, — 
Workmen Lose. 


The open shop convention of the Citizens’ 
Industrial Association stirred up the organ- 
izations in the Central Federated Union 
yesterday which are preparing to combat 
the advocacy of the open shop in New 
York. t : 

‘‘Manufacturers’ associations and. citi- 
zens’ alliances are being organized all over 
the country,”’ said the delegate of the piano 
workers at the meeting, “in order that the 
open shop may supersede the unions that 
we have: striven so long to build up. We 
have already begun to feel the effects of 
the open shop in our trade, and the sooner 
we take prompt action to counteract it and 
save our unions the better.’ : 

The delegate then moved for the appoint- 
ment-of a committee of ten to devise ways 
and means of meeting the open shop agi- 
tation. Daniel Harris of Cigarmakers’ 
Union No, 144 said that he did not believe 
such a motion was advisable. He proposed 
an amendment to the effect that a com- 
mittee of ten be appointed to counteract 
the open shop movement and be prepared to 
oppose the establishment of citizens’ alli- 
ances such as those fostered by the Citi- 
zens’ Industrial Association. 

Delegate Hand of the Carriage and 
Wagon Workers’ Union said that his was 
the organization which was hit most by the 


open shop, as it was the trade in which D._ 


M. Parry, leader of the open shop move- 
ment, was engaged. : 

“In his factory in Indianapolis,” he said, 
“there are 1,600 men employed, and a union 
man can’t get in there by the skin of. his 
teeth. If the workers average $9 a “week 
they think they are lucky. That is what 
the open shop has done. . We had organized 
200 or 300 of the employes in Mr. Parry’s 
factory, but we were beaten by the Broth- 
erhood of Painters getting the carriage 
painting through: the American Federation 
of Labor, We. have fought Mr. Parry. in 
Rochester, Baltimore, Philadelphia, and an- 
other city, and were beaten. The only. place 
we beat him was in Chicago, because all 
the drivers thore of every kind came to our 
aid,” : 

James McCabe of the Goldbeaters’ Union 
said: ‘If We do not take measures at once 
to fight this open shop movement, not. only 
here but throughout the country, the labor 
unions won't amount to much in two years, 
The open shop movement is sapping the vi- 
tality of our trade unions to-day.” 

An attack waS made on the Civic Fed- 

eration by Ephraim Kaufman of the Cloth- 
| ing Cutters’ Union, which same, time ago 

lost a’ strike which was ordered for the 
closed shop. 

‘Labo leaders,” he said, “ permitted 
themselves to be betrayed into confidences 
by the Civic Federation and their employers 
that they should. not have. been betrayed 
into. The big employers did. not consult 
the labor unions or confide in them when 
they wanted Postmasterships. . (Applause.) 
There are a gees many well-meaning men 
in- the Civic deration, but its course ‘is 
damnable, as far as the labor unions are 
concerned, ‘ : 

“There is nothing wporeliy: wrong in a 
labor leader eating and drinking alongside 
of’a millionaire employer, but their inter- 
ests- are not. identical in practice if they 
may be in theory, as the employer is trying 
to get as much as he can out of the work- 
ingmen, and. the representatives of the 
unions should try to get as much as they 
can. for the members of the unions,” 

Alfred Boulton of the Stereotypers’ Union 
sald the Civic Federation had done some 
good and had helped to. settle some strikes. 

“ites siely a reaction against the bull- 
headed methods of some labor men in. _mak- 
ing demands: on employers,”’ he continued, 

“If a labor man went in an offensive way 
to an employer to make demands the em- 
ployer would be as justified in kicking him 
out of his office as he ‘would any other 
man. There was a brutal way of putting 
things to an employer and a diplomatic 
be and the Civic Federation favored the 
atter.”’ 

Finally the motion to appoint a committee 
to devise ways and means of counteractin 
the effects of the National Manufacturers 
Association and the formation of Citizens’ 
Alliances was carried. The committee con- 
sists of Delegates Harris, Kaufman, Hatch, 
Loewy, Boulton, Daly, Farley, Holland, 
Wilson, and McConville.

TENEMENT JANITORS VOTE 
TO DEFY DR. WOODBURY 


Need: Not Sort Garbage, Darlington 
Says in a Letter. 


PERIL OF DISEASE DESCRIBED 


Lawyers to be Employed to Defend 
Recaicitrant Janitors Haled 
Into Court. 


The Janitors’ Society of New York, at a 
mass meeting held last night in Golden 
Rule Hall, 125 Rivington Street, voted 
unanimously .to defy the orders of Dr. 
Woodbury, Commissioner of the Street 
Cleaning Department, and _ will, com- 
mencing to-day, refuse absolutely to sort 
the garbage and refuse of the tenements 
over which its members rule. 

“Down with Woodbury!” yelled an en- 
thusiastic janitor as the vote was cast. 
“Let him pick the garbage himself if he 
wants to. It’s as much his business as 
ours,”” : 

The meeting’ cheered its décision wildly. 
‘“*Lady janitrésses,” as they were termed 
by Secretary Mason, who presided, were 
as heartily in favor of the stand taken as 
were the men. A Legal Committee of three 
was appointed to represent such janitors 
as might be arrested by reason of the at- 
titude which they are to assume, and every 
member of the society who runs afoul of 


the courts will be defended by counsel 
when his case is called. 

Before the vote was had the meeting 
heard an address from Dr. Lorber of Beth 
Israel Hospital, who: illustrated the dan- 
gers to which they subjected themselves in 
sorting garbage with a series of lantern 
slides. When Dr. Lorber was introduced 
the hall was packed to its doors, at least 
1,000 east side janitors being present, while 
numbers of them were unable to get in- 
side the doorg. 

Dr. Lorder prefaced his remarks by tell- 
ing of the ravages of tuberculosis and ex- 

laining the principal sources of infection. 
Whe separating of: garbage and ashes by 
the janitors of tenement houses, the physi- 
cian said, was extremely apt to propagate 
the disease. : 

A letter was read from President Darling- 
ton of the Health Department, in which he 
said he had carefully investigated the law 
and had failed to find any section in the 
code which provided that janitors were 


charged with the duty_of picking garbage. | 


The reading of the letter was loudly ap- 


plauded. 
Secretary Mason made the concluding 


address. 

‘*You have heard from Dr. Lorber how to 
protect yourselves_ from tuberculosis,’ he 
said, ‘if Dr. Woodbury will permit you to 
do so. You know also that the head of the 
Street Cleaning Department wants you to 

ick garbage with your naked hands if need 

e, and that if you refuse to perform the 
duty, which is no more yours than it is that 
of the lawyers and doctors of New York, 
he and his men cause your arrest. 

“There are 82,000 janitors in New York. 
Who is Dr. Woodbury that he should say 
to you: ‘You must do.as 1 tell you, al- 
though there is no law to make you, or I 
will see to it that you are arrested and 
fined.’ Dr. Darlington tells you that there 
is no law to compel you to do it, and I say 
to you to-night that if you don’t want to 
continue to do the dirty work you don't 
have to. Dr. Woodbury has caused agony 
in thousands of homes by opbressing those 
who dared to disobey his autocratic rule, 
and the time has come for us to force him 
to eall a halt. '

“They fined’me $2,565 said one little man, 
disconsolately.

_ TROUBLES OF RACING MEN. 


(Western Jockey Club Stewards Have 
Difficult Matters to Settle. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 4.—Whether there is to be a 
“fight among the different jockey clubs: through- 
out the Middle West and South will be decided 
to-morrow when the Board of Stewards of the 
‘Western Jockey Club meets here in annual ses- 
sion. Although there are many questions to be 
decided, a clash over racing dates will be the 
vital issues. Representatives of three new clubs 
will make application for membership, They are 
the New Orleans Jockey Club at New Orleans, 


Oaklawn Park Club at Hot Springs, and the 
Union Park Club at St. Louis. 

The bitterest conflict over racing dates is ex- 
pected to come from New Orleans, where the 
Crescent City Jockey Club has held a monopoly 
of racing for years. The new track will ask 
for an equal division of dates. It will base 
its request upon the grounds that a monopoly 
of dates is invariably bad for racing, and that 
it has sufficient financial backing to make the 
meeting a success. Another division of dates 
which must be made by the Stewards is at Hot 
Springs, Ark., but it was stated to-night that an 
amicable agreement had been reached between 
the rival tracks, 

The Union Jockey Club officials, who con- 
ducted an *‘ outlaw *’ meeting last Summer, will 
again ask for recognition. The indications are 
that the other clubs in St, Louis, which are now 
members of the Western Jockey Club, will use 
every effort in their power to prevent a division 
of the racing dates. Then more trouble fs ex- 
pected when the Nashville Jockey Club asks for 
en eddition of several days to its Spring meeting, 
and a similar increase for the Fall meeting, The 
Lexington, Ky., Jockey Club, which has not had 
racing for several years, wants a meeting next 
Spring, There is little likelihood of trouble over 
the racing dates among the Chicago tracks.

BUSINESS IN ENGLAND. 


Expanding Demand and Higher Prices 
in Some Branches of Trade.

LONDON, Dec. 4-—The Times in its 
financial supplement to-morrow will 
say: 

“The near approach of the holidays is 
causing quieter conditions in some 
branches of trade, but in other directions 
an expanding demand and appreciation 
of values is frequently noted. 

“In the grain market a generally 
firmer tone has prevailed, though with- 
out activity. Wheat and maize are 
slightly higher, Seeds and seed oils are 
also higher. . 

“In the cotton trade the outstanding 
feature has been the rapid increase in 
the estimates of the American crop, cul- 
minating in the Government estimate 
and the violent decline in the price of the 
raw material. 

“The higher prices of wool are making 
business in manufactured goods more 
difficult, but the home demand keeps up. 
Mills making heavy goods are well situ- 
ated through orders from the Near East. 
Huddersfield reports a good demand for 
the Continent, Canada, and Australia. 
The Continent is buying fine worsteds. 

“The iron and steel trade reports are 
almost uniformly encouraging. Pig and 
malleable iron are in good request and 
finished iron and steel products are gen- 
erally improving. The movements of 
price in some branches, such as the brass 
and general hardware trades, are unsat- 
isfactory. 

“In London copper has been active, 
with small net change. 

“Tin is active and lower. 
also lower.”

A Good Week for Both Bonds and 
Stocks. 


But the Two Departments Show Some 
Discrepancies in Their Respect- 
lve Movements. 


Once more the stock market has left a 
somewhat critical position behind it 
with results agreeable to all but the 
bears, and everybody is happiest when 
the bears are sulkiest. The exports of 
gold threatened the stability of the ad- 
vance, but the averages are left at their 
highest by a week’s movement in which 
among the stocks which moved so :auch 
as a point 107 advanced, and 27 de- 
clined. Among the active bonds ad- 
vances and declines were equally divided 
between the six descriptions which con- 
tributed about 60 per cent. to the week's 
very large total of $43,725,000 of sales. 
Including all bonds, there were 9 declines 
to 39 advances, Among the very active 
stocks there were two declines among 
the dozen which contributed 4,777,086 to 
the week's total business of 7,931,675 
shares. As the very active properties 
are those which give the week its char- 
acter, there seems here a suggestion that 
the bond department was less vigorous 
in its advance than the stock market. 
But on the other hand the character of 
the active bonds is scarcely distinguish- 
able from the speculative stocks, there 
being hardly a strict mortgage or in- 
vestment security among the six, 80 
that inferences regarding any weaken- 
ing in the investment situation must be 
reserved. 

Far and away the most active stock 
was Steel common, of which no less than 
a@ million shares were dealt in at an ad- 
vance of 3 points, the preferred rising 
only % on sales of 422,635 shares. The 
largest advance among the active dozen 
was Louisville's 7. The two declines 
were Southern Pacific’s 14% and Erie’s 
5g. Baltimore and Ohio, Missouri Pacif- 
ic, and Pennsylvania were also ex- 
ceptionally strong, Amalgamated and 
Southern being entitled to honorable 
mention, The three Tobacco bonds were 
dealt in to a total of nearly $15,000,000. 
American Tobacco 4s advanced 4%, 
Consolidated 4s 3%, and American cer- 
tificates /1%. Union Pacific converti- 


‘bles; practically a stock, fell %; Rock 


Island 4s fell %, and Steel 5s fell 1%. 
The list will supply the justification for 
the caution against drawing unfavorable 
inferences regarding the investment 
situation. The large demand outside the 
speculative issues better attests the ex- 
cellent conditions in the bond depart- 
ment. 

Outs ide the active dozen stocks there 
was a very interesting movement in the 
industrjal class, It is hardly necessary 
to specify the iron and steel and rail- 
way equipment issues, they having been 
frequently mentioned among the daily 
price movements, but there were others 


less remarked in widely separated trades, * 


affording cumulative evidence of gen- 
eral and profitable activity. Some of 
them may be mentioned almost at ran- 
dom—American. Agricultural Chemical 
preferred, 8%; American Leather pre- 
ferred, 5; Distilling, 2%; National Lead 
preferred, 114; Rubber Goods preferred, 
914; Leather preferred, 3; United States 
Rubber preferred, 2%; Virginia Carolina 
Chemical, 254, and Westinghouse, 3.

FOR WINTER SEASON 


Metropolitan Four-Oared Barge on 
the Harlem River Yesterday. 


NEW HOUSES BEING ERECTED 


Handball! and Bowling Occupy the At- 
tention of the Local Oarsmen— 
New Boats for Nassaus. 


Although most of. the local boat clubs 
have gone into Winter quarters the Metro- 
politan Rowing Club still keeps afloat, hay- 
ing at least one crew boated every Sunday. 
Yesterday, despite the gloomy skies and 
chilly air, a Metropolitan four-oared barge 
crew composed of J. Dunn, R. Dunn, R. 
Handy, and J. Ryan, with H. Corbett as 
coxswain, made a trip up to the 
the Speedway and return and had the dis- 
tinction of being the only representatives 
of *“ Scullers’ Row” upon the river. 

Handball and bowling are engrossing the 
attention of most of the oarsmen now. The 
handball courts have been erected in the 
Harlem, Wyanoke, Dauntless, and Union 
houses, and the Nassau Boat Club will soon 
have facilities for the game in its hand- 
some boathouse near the Putnam railway 
bridge.

Better Service and Lower Cost | 
Than Ever Before, He Says.

GROUT URGES PUBLIC PLANT 


Controller Praises Oakley’s Action and 
Upholds His Own Course on Con- 
tracts Recently Signed. 


Water Commissioner Oakley and Con- 
troller Grout gave out statements last night 
with reference to the signing of lighting | 
contracts by Mr. Oakley last week. Com- 
missioner Oakley’s statement was given ott 

_ at the Pensacola Club, his district organiza- 
tion “hedtiquarters, while the Controller’s 

Statement was issued from his residence on 
Carroll Street in Brooklyn. 

Commissioner Oakley said: 

“In view -of the many misstatements 

 oreapagg regarding the awarding of the 

lighting contracts I wish to declare as em- 
phatically as I can that everything was 
dgne that could be done to safeguard the 
interests of the city. In my judgment the 
contracts just executed are the most satis- 
factory made in years, because they pro- 
vide for furnishing the city with better 
lighting and at a lower figure than ever 
before. 

“The allegation that the city is charged 
more for its gas than the private consumer 
is false, as many other statements relative 
to the subject. Equally untrue is the in- 
Sinuation that secrecy characterized the 
negotiations between the representatives 
of the gas companies and myself. Every- 
thing was done open and above board. As 
a-matter of fact, the day the contracts 
were closed I told the newspaper men who 
questioned} me about them that it was my 
intention to sign the contracts on that date. 

** Some criticism has also been made about 
the delay in signing contracts in October 
that were bid upon in March. The fact 
that injunction after injunction was ob- 
tained, restraining the city from awarding 
the contracts, will explain the cause of this 
delay. After Justice Gaynor rendered his 

decision, I opened negotiations with the 
companies, with aiview to obtaining a sub- 
stantial reduction in the prices. 

“TI consulted frequently with C. F. La- 
combe, Engineer in Chief of the Bureau of 
Lamps and Lighting, who served in the 
game capacity under my predecessor, Col. 
Robert Grier Monroe, and was assured by 
him that if I succeeded in breaking the 
dead-lock that existed between the electric 
lighting companies and the city I would 
be doing splendid work. 

“I feel that my efforts have not been in 
vain. The contracts speak for themselves. 
They show that more has been accom- 
plished for the city in the lighting line by 
the present administration than by the pre- 
ceding one. They also show that a better 
lighting system has been installed through- 
out the County of New York and at aj; 
lower figure than has heretofore obtained 
for the same kind of light.”’ 

Controller Grout reviewed the history of ; 
the lighting contracts, saying in part: 

“That contract, [the Consolidated 
contract,] approved by Col. Monroe, 
also the only one of these lighting contracts 
of which I approved in advance of its mak- 
ing, and the only one which I knew of | 
before its execution. My first knowledge ! 
all the others, including all the electric 
light contracts, was after Commissioner 
Oakley had signed them and had sent them 
to my office for certification. My only 
official power then was to certify as to the 
existence of the appropriation. 

“I am not, therefore, in the remotest 
manner responsible for such contracts, or 
the results which there execution entails. 
I have already said, and I repeat it, that 
I think that Commissioner Oakley has, by 
the lighting contracts as a whole, made sub- 
stantial gains for the city, but that is 
merely personal opinion, and involves no 
official act on my part whatever, and 
whether he did or not is immaterial to my 
official action thereafter. 

“I had done nothing whatever, except to 
follow Col. Monroe’s advice on the Consoli- 
dated Company contract. I had to deal 
with the actual facts, not with theories 
or hopes. Here were the disputed bills on

‘Shoula I go into a long inquiry as to 
the cost of producing and distributing gas 
and electricity to fix its market value? 
That would mean inquiry into every detail 
of the business, would have required the 
services of many experts, would have en- 
grossed my time for months to the embar- 
rasment of other duties, would have cost 
the city a large sum of money, and as I 
have no power to compel testimony outside 
of the City of New York, nor from any one 
except the claimants themselves, its re- 
sults would never be complete. 

‘It would have been followed by a tedious 
and expensive litigation, the final deter- 
mination of which would have been years 
hence. All the while the 6 per cent. per 
annum would be running against the city 
to offset any reduction in price obtainable, 
while the prospect of a reduction in price, 
after the making of. the 
would have been remote. It seems to me 
to be far more to the city’s interest to 
settle as I have arranged, getting rid of 
the accrued interest of $250,000. 

**T do not believe that holding up bills 
and litigating them will ever be effective 
means of ever reducing these lighting 
charges. It is too costly a method. I be- 
lieve now as much as ever that we ought j 
to get public lighting cheaper, but the only 
way to do it is to enable the city to light 
its own streets and public buildings. That 
is a step which I have favored for years 
past, and is the measure for which the 
Board of Estimate voted two years ago 
and again last week. It is the only way | 
to break the monopoly.”’ 

The lighting contracts were brought: up | 
at yesterday’s meeting of the Central } 
Federated Union bv Alfred Boulton, dele- 
gate of the Stereotypers’ Union and late 
Populist candidate for Governor. A com- 
mittee consisting of delegates Daly, Boul- 
ton, and Hatch was appointed to investi- 
gitte the matter and co-operate in any ef- 
forts which would be made to stop the 
alleged gas grab.

CHINATOWN’S “PETE” 
GAVE LIFE FOR FRIEND 


Killed Taking a Sick Chinaman to 
a Hospital. 


WAS THROWN FROM CARRIAGE 


And No Heaven Is Too Good for “Pete,” 
They All Said-in Mott Street 
Last Night. 


A minor chord sobered the merrymaking 
of Chinatown last night. ‘‘ Mokago Pete”’ 
was no more, and it was only fit there 
should be mourning, for he was as good a 
friend as Chinamen in need ever had in 
this land of foreign devils. 

Formerly “‘ Mokago”’ in Chinatown meant 
plain errand boy, but wherever two or three 
Chinamen gathered last night to speak of 
the manner of “ Pete’s”’ taking off, the 
word meant ‘ Good Samaritan.’”’ For early 
in the day word had come from the Ford- 
ham Hospital that ‘“‘ Pete’? had died there 
from a/ fractured skull, and that he had 
received his injuries by being thrown out 
of the buggy in which he was taking Ah 
King Lee, a Chinese merchant, of 24 Mott 
Street, to the Seton Hospital, in Spuyten 
Duyvil, the only place where he could re- 
ceive the treatment that would save his 
life. He had given his life for the China- 
man, they said. 

Until fifteen years ago, when at the age 
of five he began to look for an opening in 
life, and his identity was lost in the strange 


and devious life ot Chinatown, “ Pete’ was 
known as Peter Mulholland. He was a 
good Catholic, but the talk in Chinatown 
last night was all about giving him a Chi- 
nese funeral, for all the Chinamen whe 
knew him agreed that, though he was not 
of their faith, he was just about good 
enough for the Chinese heaven. If his 
bones are not shipped to China in a year, 
where they can rest under the protecting 
wing of the ancestors of the people he be- 
friended, it will not be their fault. 

Mulholland lived in Chinatown, and his 
familiarity with its haunts made it pos- 
sible for him to eke out a livelihood as a 
guide to sightseers and by doing odd jobs 
for his Chinese friends. A few days ago 
Ah King Lee became ill. Mulholland took 
him to see Dr. Joseph Manning of 19 Oliver 
Street. Manning advised ulholiland to 
take him to the Seton Hospital, where he 
eculd receive the treatment he required. 

Early yesterday morning Mulholland se- 
cured a horse and buggy from a friend, and, 
driving to Lee’s house, told him to get in 
and drive with him to the hospital: All 
went well until they had got across the 
bridge over the Harlem River at Spuyten 
Duyvil, when the loud whistle of a New 
York’ Central locomotive frightened their 
horse. The animal bolted and ran away. 

‘ Pete”’ clung to Lee as long as he could. 
Then both were thrown to the road, Mul- 
holland landing on his head. The China- 
man was luckier. He landed in some soft 
dirt. and was uninjured. He hurried to 
Mulholland’s assistance, and, finding him 
unconscious, yelled loudly for help. 

By the time help came he had regained 
ecnsciousness, and just before being taken 
in an ambulance ‘to the Fordham Hospital 
was able to ask the people about him to see 
that Ah Lee got to the hospital surely. 
Those were his last words, for he died al- 
most immediately after reaching the recep- 
tion ward. Ah Lee was taken to the Seton 
Hospital, where he was placed in a ward, 
and will be treated. 

No one knew Mulholland better than did 
“Chuck ’ Connors, the great master of 
Chinatown slang. 

“If the Chinks’ heaven is a better sort 
of a hang-out than the other one,” said 
Connors last evening, ‘‘then those China- 
men are right in eg 2 that is the place 
Pete ought ter go to, for there was none 
better than him. An’ now let me tell you 
how he got me to go halves with him to 
try and reform a Chinaman and then you'll 
come precy, near gettin’ next to what sort 
of a feller Pete was. 

“It was three years ago when Pete comes 
to me one night and sez to me, sez he: 
‘Say, Chuck, you know this feller, Wing 
Sing, who bunks down at 13 Pell Street, 
an’ if ye do, ye know he is a decent sort 
of a Chinaman. He is too good a Chink 
to hit the pipe and kill himself anyhow, an’ 
I have tried to get him to quit it, but he 
won't. Now I’ve a scheme to make him 
quit, and you, can help me do it, Chuck.’ 

“I told him he was on, and we hiked 
down to 13 Pell. Wing lived in the rear 
tenement on the ground floor. It was 
Summer time. He had the window open 
and we could see Wing and three of his 
friends in their bunks hittin’ the dope. I 
thought he meant fer us ter give them a 
stand-up fight and take away their plant, 
but Pete was a wise guy. The first thing 
I knew he fetched out two sheets and told 
me to rig him out for.a ghost, and then 
he fetches out a candle and lights it, and 
the next thing I know he walks in through 
the window. 

“Not a thing happened when he got into 
the room. But the Chinks took the stairs 
fer it, and it was the roof fer theirs. They 
stayed there all night, and-we got away 
with the pipes and the whole layout. The 
man who kept the house has burned Joss 
sticks and tried to lay the ghost for three 
years, but if you strike that room to- -night 
you'll find it empty. An’ Wing Sing hasn’t 
put his mouth to a pipe since. Poor Pete, 
to think he’s dead.”
